Four  municipalities  have  expressed  an 
active  interest  in  asking  the  establishment  of  "Metro 
Toronto  Regional  Development  Association",  (the  area  of 
Halt on,  Peel,  York  and  Ontario  Counties). 

It  was  a  year  of  close  and  productive 
liaisons  being  established  between  other  government 
departments  and  branches  and  between  municipalities. 

It  was  a  year  in  which  the  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain  saw  fit  to  establish  a  United  Kingdom 
Secretary  of  State  for  Regional  Development  -  and  name 
Edward  Heath  to  the  post. 

It  was  the  year  in  which  Quebec  launched 
regional  development  studies,  after  securing  cash  from 
ARDA  (Agricultural  Rehabilitation  and  Development  Agency). 

It  was  the  year  in  which  the  Province  of 
Manitoba  decided  they  too  would  launch  a  programme  of 
Manitoba  Regional  Development  Associations. 

We  look  forward  with  you  to  an  even  bigger 
year  in  regional  economic  development.

Robert  H.  Biddle,  Director  of  the  Indian  Affairs  Branch, 
25  St.  Clair  Avenue  East,  Toronto  7  (phone  923-1148)  has  asked  if  the 
regions  would  consider  such  membership  for  other  Indian  Reserves.  He 
is  providing  the  Division  with  a  list  of  all  Ontario  Reserves,  agents, 
superintendents  and  chiefs.  A  master  list  broken  down  regionally  has 
been  sent  each  Regional  Development  Association.  Mr.  Biddle  suggests 
membership  be  offered  on  the  same  terms  and  per  capita  rate  as  prevails 
elsewhere  in  the  region. 

The  Indian  communities  are  interested  in  improving  their 
economic  lot  as  much  as  their  neighbours.  They  say  that  after  all,  the 
Iroquois  Confederacy  was  the  first  Regional  Development  Association  in 
the  world.

While  there  is  no  clear-cut  easy  solution  to  the  problems 
of  insufficient  funds,  communities  can  realize  the  full  benefits  of  planning 
if  they  act  wisely  and  keep  the  following  in  mind.

LODA  general  manager  -  Don  Kingdon,  Peterborough  -  agrees 
wholeheartedly.  "I  know  just  what  I  am  expected  to  be  doing  and  get  it  done 
with  maximum  efficiency",  he  says.  The  LODA  system  works  like  this: 

(1)  A  statement  of  instructions  is  given  the  general  manager 
at  the  first  of  the  year  by  resolution  of  the  board. 

(2)  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  board  checks  accomplishment 
against  the  instruction  sheet. 

(3)  Discussions  arise  from  this  and  a  set  of  provisional 
recommendations  are  handed  on  to  the  incoming  board. 

(4)  The  new  board  accepts,  studies  and/or  modifies  its  own 
set  of  instructions  for  the  year. 

(5)  These  are  adopted  and  become  the  working  reference  for  the 
staff  for  the  current  year.

In  the  U.  S.  and  England  a  vital  public  capability 
is  exercised  by  what  is  called  '‘Nature  Conservancy  Foundations”. 

They  are  public,  chartered,  non-profit  foundations, 
which  publicly  and  privately  advertise  for  cash  support  for  their  objectives 
which  are  clearly  stated  as,  ’’the  acquisition  and  preservation  of  passive 
recreational  and  wildlife  areas”. 

Such  a  body  (taking  a  liberty  with  one  of  Ontario’s 
newly  organized  economic  regions)  might  be  called  "St.  Clair  Heritage  Inc.” 
and  lead  to  the  establishment  of  similar  bodies  in  adjacent  regions  such 
as  ’’Lake  Erie  Heritage"  and  "Mid-West  Heritage".  These  would  be  non-profit, 
fund  holding  and  dispersing  corporate  agencies  for  the  acquisition  of  outdoor 
space  for  public  use.  One  main  area  of  income  for  these  groups  is  bequests.

Here  are  two  quotes  from  an  article  entitled 
"Some  Aspects  of  Industrial  Location  in  Southern  Ontario",  by  Donald  Kerr 
and  Jacob  Spelt  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

(1)  "It  bears  repetition  that  on  the  basis  of  market 
potential  and  transport  costs,  exclusively  market-orientated  industries  will 
find  locations  in  either  Montreal  or  Toronto  most  attractive,  elsewhere 
industries  are  footloose  over  a  wide  area". 

(2)  "Most  companies  contemplating  a  location  in  Southern 
Ontario  compare  and  contrast  labour  costs  in  Toronto  with  those  in  other 
communities". 


A  region  that  could  produce  significant  and  up- 
to-date  figures  bearing  on  these  two  statements  might  assist  industrial 
prospects.

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"Everything  is  rosy  in  Rosebud",  insists 
the  official  spokesman  of  Rosebud,  Texas  -  and  the  town  newspaper 
proclaims  it  in  each  weekly  issue.  "But  Rosebud  is  really  rotting", 
said  Time  Magazine  in  a  recent  edition  under  the  section  on  Communities. 

"Rosebud  is  just  one  among  hundreds  of 
similar  towns",  the  magazine  continued,  "for  across  the  U.  S.  the  small 
town  as  such  is  dying". 


"Sometimes  civic  leadership  can  revive  a 
dying  place.  The  population  of  Clarksville,  Missouri,  declined  from 
800  in  1940  to  338  in  i960.  The  town  had  no  doctor  or  dentist.  Three 
out  of  four  youngsters  in  each  new  crop  of  high  school  graduates  depart¬ 
ed  for  more  promising  places.  But  under  the  leadership  of  a  local 
automobile  dealer  a  group  of  townspeople  formed  a  development  corporation 
with  capital  of  $132,000.  Its  first  project  was  a  $50,000  medical  centre. 
Since  then  Clarksville  has  started  building  an  industrial  park,  having 
improved  its  transportation  facilities  and  water  supply.  The  population 
has  now  grown  to  more  than  900". 

Time  goes  on  to  say,  "such  bootstrap  improve¬ 
ment  is  not  always  possible,  for  many  towns  are  simply  too  small,  too 
poor  and  too  far  gone.  As  some  experts  see  it  the  answer  is  for  small 
towns  to  join  together  in  larger  economic  and  administrative  units. 

Working  closely  together,  several  neighbouring  small  towns  could  provide 
schools  and  other  public  facilities  that  they  could  not  otherwise  afford; 
instead  of  competing  with  one  another  for  new  industries  they  could  work 
out  joint  development  plans".

Professor  Ralph  R.  Krueger,  University  of  Waterloo, 
recently  announced  a  new  graduate  geography  program,  combining  geography  and 
regional  planning  studies.

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On  page  eight  of  this  month’s  CO-ORDINATOR, 
in  the  Bibliography  Section,  appears  a  brief  announcement  that  a  book 
has  been  published  entitled  ’’Economic  Geography  of  Canada  -  With  An  Intro¬ 
duction  to  a  68-Region  System”.  This  book  was  first  seriously  considered 
in  October  1959*  It  was  conceived  at  that  time  as  a  study  that  could  be 
called  ’’Economic  Regions  of  Canada*'’.  With  increasing  interest  in  regional 
economic  policies  and  in  regional  resource  planning,  the  authors  maintain, 
there  was  need  for  such  a  study. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  book  a  detailed 
system  of  68  provincial  economic  regions  is  outlined.  The  book  has  invol¬ 
ved  over  four  final  years  of  research,  compilation  and  analysis. 

The  authors  state  that  a  study  of  the  major 
regions  may  impress  one  with  their  uniqueness  and  their  individual  patterns 
but  even  more  with  the  relationships  between  them.  They  describe  the  study 
of  Canada’s  economic  geography  at  this  time  as  fascinating,  for  it  permits 
those  who  care  to  obtain  a  deeper  understanding  of  basic  problems  and  then 
to  proceed  rationally  and  unitedly  to  their  solution. 

”If  we  dig  below  the  surface,  region  by  re¬ 
gion,  we  may  see  some  of  the  problems  more  clearly”,  that  is  the  main 
reason  for  the  study,  they  say. 

Aside  from  this,  regional  directors  and 
members  of  their  staff  in  reading  this  valuable  new  text  on  regional 
matters  in  Ontario  and  Canada  will  probably  feel  as  though  they  are  looking 
through  a  family  album.  The  economic  picture  of  Ontario’s  regions  and 
candid  research  views  of  some  of  their  activities  are  to  be  found  in  detail 
and  at  length. 

The  book  was  published  by  MacMillan  Company 
of  Canada  Limited,  70  Bond  Street,  Toronto  2.

Canadians  often  fail  to  appreciate  the  vast 
potential  of  products  originating  from  farm  woodlots  across  the  country.  Usually 
these  woodlots  are  ideally  located  within  easy  reach  of  industrial  centres  where 
good  lumber  and  quality  forest  products  of  special  kinds  can  be  delivered  to  waiting 
markets  at  low  transportation  costs.  In  i960,  the  total  annual  value  of  forest 
products  cut  on  farm  woodlots,  as  reported  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics 
was  49  million  dollars.  In  terms  of  dollar  value  this  is  a  figure  that  we  cannot 
afford  to  ignore. 


Farm  woodlots  in  Canada  comprise  a  total  of  approxi¬ 
mately  30  thousand  square  miles  located  predominantly  in  Ontario,  Quebec  and  the 
Atlantic  Provinces.  Collectively,  this  area  must  be  considered  as  a  large  and 
easily  accessible  forest  and  is  extremely  important  and  very  vital  to  the  economy  of 
the  nation.

A  University  of  Tulsa  study  showed  that  community- 
sponsored  efforts  to  develop  industry  can  be  rewarding.  The  study  entitled,  ^Economic 
Case  Studies  of  Community- Sponsored  Efforts  to  Development  Industry”  (College  of 
Business  Administration,  University  of  Tulsa  $3.75)  takes  a  close  look  at  eighteen 
small  Oklahoma  communities  each  of  which  had  sponsored  industrial  development 
corporations  (IDC).  In  all  cases  the  IDC9s  were  active  in  developing  existing  industry 
or  in  attracting  new  industry  to  the  communities.  Among  the  major  costs  borne  by  the 
IDC’s  were  those  of  sites  and  buildings  which  were  then  leased  or  sold  to  individual 
industrial  concerns. 


The  most  important  benefit  from  IDC  was  the  increase 
in  local  payrolls.  Added  employment  in  the  various  communities  ranged  from  less  than 
ten  to  several  hundred,  with  most  employees  coming  from  nearby  communities.  Most  of 
the  new  employees  spent  their  pay  locally. 

The  study  concludes  that  in  nearly  all  cases  the 
benefits  from  community-sponsored  efforts  to  develop  industry  offset  the  costs.  In 
the  few  communities  that  proved  disappointing,  IDC  officials  from  these  communities 
made  these  recommendations, 

(1)  Investigate  prospective  firms  carefully  before  establishing  them 
in  the  community. 

(2)  Seek  firms  that  have  jobs  for  men  as  well  as  for  women. 

(3)  Lend  money  for  fixed  assets  rather  than  working  capital.

The  annual  report  of  the  Huron-Clinton  Metropolitan 
Authority,  which  is  the  locally-owned  and  operated  five-county  regional  parks  system 
in  the  Detroit  region,  discloses  that  an  eighth  park  has  been  secured  by  the  inter¬ 
county  body  within  twenty- two  miles  of  down-town  Detroit.  Some  124  parcels  of 
land,  comprising  3 9 500  acres  have  been  acquired.  Citizens  donated  179  acres  and  450 
acres  have  been  donated  by  an  estate.  The  accumulated  cost  of  the  Stoney  Creek 
Regional  Park  project  is  listed  as  $55212,702.  The  regional  park  system  is  owned 
and  operated  by  five-counties  and  financed  solely  by  a  joint  tax  levy  limited  to 
t  of  1  mill.  Cities  also  make  a  y  mill  levy. 

The  regional  park  authority  was  sanctioned  by 
the  State  Legislature  in  1940  and  approved  by  the  people  of  the  five-counties.

report  by  the  New  York  State  Office  for  Regional  Development,  recommending  the  state  be 
divided  into  ten  regions  with  the  office  for  regional  development  co-operating  with 
local  governments  and  regional  councils  in  preparing  a  sixty-year  comprehensive 
development  plan  for  each  region.  Governor  Rockefeller  called  the  report  an 
'••historic  document”. 


H.  A.  Jerry  Jr.  Director,  Regional  Development 
New  York  State,  emphasized  that  the  state’s  participation  in  regional  planning  was 
not  designed  to  supplant  the  work  of  local  planning  bodies.  “However”,  he  said  “the 
state  is  involved  so  directly  in  development  planning  that  it  will  be  a  great  advantage”. 

Specific  steps  to  be  taken  include  the  creation 
of  regional  councils  with  strong  regional  representation  and  integration  of  regional 
plans  into  a  development  plan  for  the  entire  state.

"If  the  key  people  in  any  community  can  organize  a  community 
development  corporation  of  this  type  and  secure  the  support  and  enthusiasm  of  enough  of 
the  local  citizenry  to  make  it  work,  it  can  provide  the  biggest  single  impetus  to 
community  development1',  said  Mr.  Elliott.  He  went  on  to  say  that  a  town  he  knew  of  in 
Northern  Ontario  was  urgently  in  need  of  housing.  The  leaders  pooled  their  resources, 
formed  a  development  corporation,  built  the  needed  houses  and  re-invested  the  profits 
in  the  erection  of  a  bowling  alley,  dance  hall  and  community  centre. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Elliott,  remarked  that  he  hoped  Wallace¬ 
burg  would  participate  actively  in  a  series  of  proposed  regional  meetings  to  disseminate 
information  on  local  development  corporations  and  encourage  other  communities  to  adopt 
this  approach.

The  above  is  an  abbreviated  version  of  the  "Keefe  board" 
the  Georgian  Bay  Development  Association  uses  in  their  head  office. 

Listed  vertically  are  the  names  of  its  59  member  munici¬ 
palities  and  horizontally  weeks  of  the  year.  Mounted  on  a  ten  test  backing  board, 
push  pins  of  a  standard  colour  are  placed  opposite  the  name  of  a  municipality  each 
time  a  call  is  made  by  the  staff  on  that  municipality. 

This  visual  aid  indicates  where  calls  are  not  being  made 
and  serves  as  a  constant  reminder  as  to  where  field  trips  are  overdue. 

The  board  also  serves  several  other  purposes.  In  the 
first  column  two  differently  coloured  pins  are  used  to  show  what  municipalities  are 
paid  up.  The  column  at  the  extreme  right  indicates  by  various  coloured  pins  whether 
there  are  industrial  buildings  available  and  their  size. 

Other  sources  of  information  on  the  board  are  industrial 
sites,  whether  data  forms  are  up  to  date,  various  types  of  work  pending  in  the 
municipality  and  the  location  of  new  industries  and  expansions. 

"This  is  one  of  the  simplest  gagdets  we  use,  but  is  also 
the  most  important  for  information  purposes”,  says  general  manager,  Neville  Keefe.

b)  Light  manufacturing 

c)  Wholesaling  and  truck  terminals 

d)  Research  and  development 

Zoning  authority  is : 

e)  Local  municipality 

f )  County 

g)  Other  political  subdivision 

2.  Nuisances  are  controlled  by: 

a)  Zoning 

b)  If  so,  is  zoning  by  performance  standards 

c )  Deed  covenants 

3.  Building  must  be  set  back  with  landscaped  front 

4.  Design  and/or  construction  of  building  is  controlled 

5.  Outdoor  storage  must  be  screened  from  view 

6.  Signs  are  controlled  as  to  size,  type  and  number 

7.  Off-street  parking  and  loading  is  required 

8.  Residential  construction  is  prohibited  within  the  industrial  park  area 

9.  Land  use  control  -  establishes  the  percentage  of  lot  area  which  may  be 
covered  by  the  building

A  promotion  for  Puerto  Rico  recently  appeared  as  a 
two-page  spread  in  an  internationally  circulated  national  U.S.  magazine  and  provides 
an  insight  into  smart  promotion  of  many  towns,  cities  and  villages  on  a  regional 
basis.  The  promotion  puts  the  established  industries  of  the  entire  island  to  use 
as  a  sales  force.  On  the  two  pages  are  listed  all  of  the  island’s  major  manufacturers 
and  a  banner  over  the  list  asks  "Are  your  customers  your  competitors  or  your 
associates  here?"  Marked  with  a  star  are  firms  with  a  1964  top  growth  designation. 

A  figure  for  total  new  investment  and  expansion  in  the  island  economy  in  the  prior 
year  and  total  for  new  plants  also  is  headlined.  The  net  effect  is  one  of  an  over¬ 
all  regional  promotion  that  nevertheless  reflects  attention  to  individual  components.

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PARKS  AND  CONSERVATION: 


News,  activities,  techniques,  reports 
on  regional  outdoor  recreational  space. 


It  is  reported  that  Canada  has  32.3  million  acres  of 
parkland,  but  officials  are  worrying  about  a  trend  which  could  mean  that  future 
generations  of  Canadians  will  be  facing  a  full  scale  parks  crisis,  according  to  Clive 
Baxter  of  the  Financial  Post. 


The  loss  of  public  water  front  is  considered  one  of  the 
main  problems.  Industry  and  private  country  homes  are  rapidly  cutting  off  access  to 
the  water  fronts  near  all  populated  centres,  this  will  eventually  exclude  the  general 
public  from  lakes  and  oceans,  officials  say. 

Planners  advise  that  more  parks  are  needed  within 
practical  range  of  our  big  cities,  but  the  land  has  to  be  purchased  now  as  it  will 
be  a  much  more  expensive  proposition  in  the  future.  They  feel  also  that  because  of  the 
foreseeable  shorter  working  week,  together  with  the  population  explosion,  recreational 
facilities  will  be  in  greater  demand  as  part  of  the  physical  and  mental  well-being 
of  the  citizens  of  Canada.

A  programme  which  will  permit  the  staffs  of  the 
Regional  Development  Association  to  provide  an  immediate  instructive  economic 
comparison  of  their  individual  counties  and  districts  within  their  region,  among 
themselves,  has  been  launched  by  the  Economics  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Economics 
and  Development. 


Called  "Selected  Economic  Measurements  for  Ontario 
Counties  and  Districts”,  the  statistical  material  lists  by  county,  nineteen  economic 
indicators  including  such  items  as:  homes  in  need  of  major  repairs;  urban  popu¬ 
lation  as  percentage  of  total  population;  per  capita  disposal  personal  income; 
wage  earners  making  less  than  $1,000  a  year;  the  ten  year  trend  in  retail  sales.

and  ranks  in  each  category  have  been  produced  for  each  region  in  the  Province.

Commenting  on  news  items  recently  appearing  in  the 
press  calling  for  improvement  in  urban  planning  over  areas  larger  than 
the  single  municipality;  A.  J.  Dakin,  professor  and  head.  Division  of 
Town  and  Regional  Planning,  University  of  Toronto  said,  "before  regional 
planning  can  begin  effectively  a  considerable  period  of  moral -building 
is  necessary o  This  period  has  to  be  spent  in  making  regional  studies, 
preparing  advisory  proposals  and  forming  public  opinion  which  will  make 
the  actual  planning  workable  when  the  time  is  ripe". 

"Although  many  specific  regional  studies  have  been 
made  in  Ontario  during  the  last  decade,  very  few  planning  studies  of  a 
regional,  or  even  area  scale  have  been  attempted". 

Dr.  Dakin  continued,  "there  are,  for  example,  very 
few  county  planning  studies  either  completed  or  contemplated.  Such 
studies  might  be  a  next  step  in  obtaining  knowledge  and  involving  the 
public  in  the  responsibility  for  developing  their  province." 

"The  kind  of  long-headedness  required  in  this 
matter  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  government  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
It  has  recently  made  public  a  development  policy  for  the  whole  State, 
set  out  in  a  document  entitled  5 Change,  Challenge  and  Response9,  This 
policy  suggests  goals  and  priorities  for  the  development  of  the  State 
as  a  whole  in  terms  of  such  things  as  future  land  use,  communications, 
urbanization,  recommendations,  agriculture  and  open  space",  Dr.  Dakin 
concluded.

by  Raymond  T.  Clarke  "Planning;  How  the  Citizen  Can  Help". 

"The  development  of  any  region  demands  long  term  planning. 
Such  planning  takes  three  inter-related  forms;  (1)  Economic  planning,  which 
seeks  to  promote  industrial  growth  and  must  take  into  account  population 
trends.  (2)  Physical  planning,  which  includes  communications,  housing, 
commercial  developments  in  town  and  country  alike.  (3)  Social  planning,  which 
is  concerned  with  the  welfare  needs  of  individuals  and  communities,  but 
also  with  recreation  amenities  and  cultural  life." 

"What  is  important  to  remember  is  that  the  achievements 
in  any  branch  of  planning  may  affect  much  of  a  region’s  life.  The  aim  must 
therefore  be  to  produce  benefits  which,  where  necessary,  can  be  shared 
ultimately  by  the  whole  of  a  community".

The  economic  regions  of  Ontario  embrace  a 
wide-range  of  economic  conditions  -  from  highly  complex  and  fast-moving 
core  regions  close  to  the  North  American  hub  of  transportation  and 
communication,  to  remote  regions  with  unattained  economic  potentials. 

In  this  sense,  Ontario  represents  the  world's  economic  development 
problems  in  microcosm. 


Ontario  is  in  the  throes  of  rapid  change. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  first  development  association  (the  Eastern 
Ontario  Development  Association  in  1954)  the  population  of  Ontario  has 
increased  15  percent,  and  has  shifted  sharply  towards  a  few  metropolitan 
areas  which  contain  about  53  percent  of  the  population  of  the  Province, 
compared  to  42  percent  ten  years  ago.

The  indicators  for  increased  and  successful 
tourist  industry  expansion  are  available  for  all  to  see.  The  factors  that 
put  this  conclusion  so  easily  within  our  reach  are  not  just  statistical. 

We  need  only  consider  the  population  explosion, 
shorter  working  hours,  increased  vacations,  improved  transportation  and 
modern  modes  of  travel.  It  is  no  longer  a  major  undertaking  to  take  the 
family  on  vacation,  all  accommodation,  transportation  and  a  complete  rec¬ 
reational  plan  can  be  had  by  one  simple  telephone  call. 

This  situation  can  only  continue  as.  an  economical 
and  social  benefit  if  our  society  is  constantly  on  the  alert  to  fast 
pyramiding  tourist  needs,  creating  an  overall  planning  organization  and 
by  encouraging  the  acquisition  of  sufficient  open  space  and  recreation 
areas  for  future  growth  needs. 

Promotion  is  no  longer  enough.  Urging  more 
and  more  people  into  less  and  less  space  is  self-defeating. 

The  Conference  on  Regional  Development  and 
Economic  Change  will  cover  many  of  the  basic  or  fundamental  principles 
on  which  a  sound  outdoors  recreational  space  reserve  and  recreational 
industry  can  be  based.  The  afternoon  session  on  Monday,  February  15, 
"Regional  Development  in  North  America"  will  provide  some  excellent  material.

The  Rural  Areas  Development  (RAD)  newsletter,  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  reports  in  the  November  1964  issue  of  a  $1.5  million  recreation 
complex  in  Putnam  County,  Missouri. 

“The  recreation  area  will  be  centered  around  a  1,500  acre 
lake  to  be  created  by  a  huge  earthen  dam.  Private  business  interests  plan  to  spend 
more  than  $600,000  developing  some  52  recreational  and  business  establishments  on 
the  lakeshore.  These  will  include  motels,  restaurants,  service  stations, 
souvenir  shops  and  drive-ins,  all  built  to  strict  zoning  specifications31 . 

"A  full  range  of  recreational  activity  will  be  available, 
including  swimming,  fishing,  water  skiing,  hunting,  picnicking,  archery,  horseback 
riding  and  nature  hikes.  Plans  also  include  an  18  hole  golf  course*5. 

"Officials  estimate  the  complex  will  create  about  100  full¬ 
time  jobs  and  add  about  $1  million  a  year  to  Putnam  County's  economy.  In  addition, 
construction  of  the  dam  and  building  the  recreation  and  business  establishments  on 
the  lakeshore  is  expected  to  provide  nearly  19 , 000  man-days  of  temporary  employment". 

"The  recreation  complex,  was  sponsored  by  350  Unionville 
citizens  in  a  bid  to  revitalize  the  area,  which  has  been  losing  jobs  and  people 
for  several  years".

RESEARCH :  projects  and  objectives. 

The  Supervisor9 s  Inter-County  Committee  (the  Regional 
Development  Association  for  the  six-counties  around  the  City  of  Detroit,)  has 
recently  published  its  fourth  regional  survey  of  planned  public  works  for  all 
municipalities  in  the  six-county  region.  It  is  called  the  “Detroit  Metropolitan 
Area  Planned  Public  Works  Program”.  The  report  embodies  all  activities  underway 
in  planning  stages  or  being  proposed  in  the  public  works  field. 

In  1961  the  Supervisor 9 s  Inter-County  Committee  charged 
itself  with  the  responsibility  of  gathering  and  preparing,  for  presentation  to 
state  and  federal  authorities,  a  compiled  inventory  of  presently  proposed, 
vitally  needed  public  works  projects  in  the  six-county  Detroit  Metropolitan  Region. 
It  has  been  revised  and  republished  every  year  since.  The  report  states  that: 

”one  of  the  significant  effects  of  the  planned  public  works  program  is  its  dis¬ 
closure  for  the  need  of  re-planning  in  the  expansion  and  construction  of  public 
facilities®9.  The  Supervisor 9s  Inter-County  Committee  is  hopeful  that  the  program 
will  continue  to  stimulate  capital  improvement  planning. 

Each  local  unit  of  government  was  asked  to  report  on  the 

construction  progress  that  had  taken  place  from  May  1963  (the  date  of  the  last 

SICC  public  works  program)  and  August  1964.  Character  of  the  projects  was  divided 
into  three  segments.  Group  A  -  projects  with  preliminary  study,  basic  design 
and  detailed  engineering  completed,  some  local  funds  available,  legal  clearances  and 
ready  to  place  under  contract  in  one  year.  Group  B  -  those  projects  where  prelim¬ 
inary  study  and  basic  design  are  completed,  and  if  funds  were  available  could  be 

placed  under  contract  in  a  period  of  one  to  two  years.  Group  C  -  projects  where 

need  and  feasibility  have  been  established  through  preliminary  study,  but  where 
basic  design  and  detail  engineering  must  be  completed  to  start  construction  within 
two  to  six.  years.

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“The  Cobourg  Town  Council  has  shown  good  sense  in 
continuing  the  town’s  membership  in  the  Lake  Ontario  Development  Association.  For 
the  few  hundred  dollars  involved,  it  would  be  folly  to  take  the  chance  of  missing 
out  on  the  potential  advantages  to  be  derived. 

“In  our  opinion  it  is  wrong  to  judge  LODA  strictly  on 
what  it  has  done  for  Cobourg,  or  for  Port  Hope,  or  for  any  other  single  municipality. 
The  association  is  working  for  the  entire  area  and  if  it  really  helps  the  area  by 
attracting  industry,  tourists,  or  other  business,  it  is  bound  to  help  every 
community  in  the  area.  As  a  regional  development  association  it  should  be  judged  on 
its  success  in  making  the  region  known  in  private  and  government  circles  and  in 
improving  the  region’s  image  in  other  places.  It  has  primarily  a  public  relations 
job  to  do  for  the  Lake  Ontario  Region,  and  any  specific  benefit  which  accrues  to  one 
municipality  is  icing  on  the  cake  as  far  as  the  municipality  is  concerned/’ 

■’Surely  every  member  of  the  Cobourg  council  knows  that 
for  $800  a  year  you  cannot  expect  to  engage  a  competent  public  relations  force. 

The  amount  of  money  one  municipality  alone  contributes  to  the  pot  will  do  nothing 
of  significance  by  itself.  It  is  only  as  a  combined  effort  that  LODA  will  do 
anything  for  anybody. 


“Regional  development  associations  have  been  set  up 
all  over  Ontario  with  the  guidance  of  the  Ontario  Government  and  the  province  has 
a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  way  the;y  operate.  Nevertheless,  they  are  autonomous  and 
they  depend  on  the  voluntary  contributions  of  municipalities  and  of  individuals  and 
businesses.  Just  as  in  municipal  planning,  the  provincial  government  has  tried  to 
let  the  communities  do  the  things  that  need  doing  on  their  own.  Those  communities 
and  those  regions  which  show  a  readiness  to  help  themselves  are  bound  to  be 
considered  more  favourable  when  government  officials  are  recommending  sites  for 
industry  or  choosing  areas  where  development  will  be  fostered  by  Queen’s  Park.  If 
the  province  were  to  do  entirely  on  its  own  the  work  that  LODA  is  doing  the  cost 
would  be  a  lot  greater  than  eight  cents  per  capita  and  the  communities  would  have  far 
less  say  in  the  way  things  were  done”.

35 In  these  days  of  rapid  growth  and  greater  mobility, 
no  municipality  exists  in  isolation33,  Mr.  Spooner  said.  ’’Decisions  that  are 
made  by  one  council  very  often  have  repercussions  on  neighbouring  communities. 

It  is  increasingly  imperative,  therefore,  for  many  matters  which  affect  a 
common  area  to  be  studied,  and  concerted  action  taken  by  a  co-operative  effort 
on  the  part  of  a  number  of  municipalities.  There  is  adequate  authority  in  The 
Planning  Act  for  joint  municipal  projects.  Yet  comparatively  few 
municipalities  have  taken  advantage  of  this  -  whether  due  to  a  failure  to 
recognize  the  problems,  mutual  suspicion,  or  lack  of  a  co-ordinating  authority33, 
he  declared.

to  earn  a  living. 

Provide  counselling  and  widen  the  cultural  horizons  of 
100  youths  from  six  to  sixteen  whose  families  earn  less  than  $3000  a  year. 

Provide  counselling  for  low-income  families  to  help 
them  identify  their  own  problems  and  meet  their  own  needs.

•»  The  following  is  an  extract  from  an  article  entitled 

"The  Role  of  Local  Government  in  Decentralization",  written  by  A.B.  McDowell,  Town 
Clerk,  Orange  -  Australia.  This  article  is  taken  from  the  Planning  Bulletin  issued 
by  the  Central  Planning  Authority,  Melbourne,  dated  May,  1961).. 

"Industrial  growth  for  its  own  sake  has  no  appeal,  but 
an  increased  population  sustained  by  a  broad,  diversified  industrial  base  gives  the 
community  the  wherewithall  for  progress.  In  Orange,  where  perhaps  the  record  of 
industrialization  is  better  than  many  provincial  centres,  there  has  been  an  unremit¬ 
ting  but  unsuccessful  struggle  to  retain  the  natural  population  growth.  For  quite  some 
years  the  population  graph  has  moved  upward  but  almost  imperceptibly,  and  although  I 
have  no  comparative  figures  of  age  groups,  I  should  think  there  has  been  a  serious  loss 
of  young  people  in  the  15-19  age  range." 

"It  is,  of  course,  population  that  is  needed  by  the  country 
town,  and  without  adequacy  of  number  the  works  and  services  which  create  a  modern  town 
cannot  be  provided,  or  if  provided,  cannot  be  operated  economically.  The  necessity 
can  be  stated  as  simply  as  that." 

"As  an  instance,  water  and  sewerage  works  (which  are  about 
the  costliest  of  municipal  works)  must,  for  economical  construction,  be  built  for  a 
projected  population  over  the  relatively  long  life  of  the  works,  and  if  the  population 
assessments  are  not  reached  the  alternatives  are  heavy  government  subsidy,  or  such 
burdensome  local  rating  as  may  well  accelerate  loss  of  population." 
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""Which  therefore  should  come  first?  The  population  in¬ 
crease  (through  industrialization)  or  the  to rks  which  improve  the  town's  livability? 

I  suggest  that  the  former  will  not  occur  without  the  latter,  and  it  would  follow,  if 
this  is  so,  that  any  competition  among  country  towns  for-  the  overflow  of  industry  from 
the  metropolitan  area,  success  would  go  to  the  major  oountry  centre  which  has  had  the 
confidence  to  develop  its  livability.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  future,  at  least  with 
any  real  "city"  status,  for  tbs  area  which  may  be  regarded  as  a  major  centre  today  but 
which,  wisely  or  unwisely,  has  decided  against  the  cost  of  modern  services,  and  I  say 
such  a  rebuttal  may  be  wise  in  some  instances  because  all  the  signs  are  of  slim  in¬ 
dustrial  pickings  for  the  country  for  which  there  will  be  a  lively  competition  and 
because,  clearly,  some  of  our  larger  towns  are  rapidly  going  downhill." 


"The  problem  -  of  going  forward  with  works  and  services 
with  a  falling  or  static  population  -  today  confronts  perhaps  more  than  a  score  of 
the  larger  country  towns  in  this  State,  and  they  would  be  well  aware  of  the  alternative. 
The  plight  of  some  is,  of  course,  greater  than  others,  and  I  think  this  is  particularly 
true  of  the  town  which  30  years  or  so  ago  was  well  equipped  but  which  today  is  in 
need  of  an  overhaul  beyond  the  financial  capacity  or  confidence  of  its  people.  Except 
for  mining  communities,  towns  do  not  die  suddenly:;  they  seem  to  wither  at  varying  rates 
of  decay,  and  perhaps  if  we  apply  our  mind  to  the  towns  we  know,  examples  will  readily 
enough  be  projected  of  towns  which  are  obviously  dying,  which  no  longer  have  any  real 
vitality,  and  it  is  fairly  clear  that  resuscitation  of  these  towns  alone  would  be  a 
most  formidable  task  without  undertaking  any  plans  for  expansion." 


"At  some  stage  the  country  councils  themselves  will 
recognize  that  the  Commonwealth  and  State  Governments  cannot  logically  be  expected 
to  extend  assistance  simultaneously  to  all  country  areas  seeking  development,  and 
this  inability  reacts  against  rational  and  irrational  schemes  alike." 


"There  must,  therefore  be  a  subjective  decision  by  the  lo:al 
authorities  on  whether  to  undertake  capital  works  in  the  face  of  all  the  deterrents. 

And  I  think  that  these  local  decisions  in  themselves  will  establish  the  areas  to  which 
decentralized  industry  may  be  expected  to  move,  and  beyond  that,  establish  the  areas 
which  the  senior  governments  may  consider  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  the  most  practical 
ways  of  promoting  decentralization,  as  the  areas  for  top  priority  or  initial  assistance."

Restoration  of  the  Rideau  canal  and  preservation  of  a  vast 
305  square  mile  wilderness  and  recreational  area  in  Leeds,  Frontenac  and  Lanark 
Counties,  is  being  studied  by  several  agencies  of  the  federal  government,  Ray  Muckle stone, 
president  of  the  Eastern  Ontario  Development  Association,  revealed  recently. 
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Mr.  Mucklestone,  an  Ontario  Land  Surveyor ,  prepared 
a  ten  page  report  for  John  Matheson,  M.P.  The  proposal,  tentatively  called  "Rideau 
Highlands  National  Park”,  will  be  studied  by  directors  of  EODA,  according  to  a 
resolution  passed  by  Zone  2  members  recently. 

Some  of  the  recommendations  suggested  in  the  report  are  : 
retain  the  historical  aspect  of  the  13 0  year  old  canal;  establishment  of  permanent 
recreational  areas,  including  wharf ing  and  camping  facilities;  modernization  of  the 
lock  systems,  without  removal  of  the  old  hand-operated  locks;  preservation  of  a 
wilderness  area;  curtailment  of  cottages  along  the  wilderness  area.

Speaking  in  London  at  the  Lake  Erie  Regional 
Development  Conference  on  April  22nd,  D.F.  Taylor,  director,  Ontario  Department 
of  Municipal  Affairs,  told  delegates  that  indiscriminate  attraction  of  industry 
is  not  necessarily  good  for  a  community's  economic  development. 

The  stimulation  of  industrial  development  cannot  be 
an  end  in  itself,  Mr.  Taylor  said.  Despite  the  rosy  picture  often  accompanying 
contemplation  of  industrial  growth,  he  said,  the  actual  fact  may  be  that  new  industries 
would  require  services  costing  more  than  the  revenue  gained  from  increased  assessments. 

Mr.  Taylor  said  communities  should  first  decide  the 
course  and  goal  of  development  and  then  choose  the  best  means  of  achieving  this  end.

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"We  have  to  remember  that  there  are  three  things 
that  make  up  the  economy  of  the  Georgian  Bay  region  -  industrial  develop¬ 
ment,  agriculture  and  tourism",  His  Worship  L.  E.  Cooke,  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Barrie,  said  in  an  address  to  delegates  attending  an  economic 
conference,  sponsored  by  the  Georgian  Bay  Development  Association,  held 
recently  in  Barrie. 


"I  feel  that  sometimes  we  have  difficulty  in 
relating  ourselves  to  each  other  as  part  of  a  neighbourhood,  for  economy 
purposes  that  is  exactly  what  we  are".  Mayor  Cooke  continued,  "I  think 
many  of  us  in  Barrie  and  in  Simcoe  County  are  very  well  acquainted  with 
the  problems  of  our  neighbours.  We  have  to  remember  that  for  some  reason 
we  have  been  locked  together  in  what  is  known  as  the  Georgian  Bay  region 
and,  therefore,  there  must  be  some  relationship  in  the  prosperity  of  each  of 
these  communities.  Our  city  has  become  noted  for  its  industrial  growth, 
but  I  think  there  has  been  an  over- emphasis,  as  you  look  at  the  whole  region, 
as  to  the  value  of  industrial  development.  Think  on  that  for  a  second". 

"Over  the  years  Barrie  has  had  to  develop  a  number 
of  assets,  which  have  been  in  its  favour,  its  proximity  to  the  metropolitan 
market  and  a  number  of  natural  advantages.  These  did  not  automatically 
bring  prosperity  and  industrial  growth,  but  they  did  give  us  the  essential 
elements  with  which  we  could  develop  industry". 

"I  think  sometimes  our  neighbours  have  felt  bitter 
because  they  did  not  have  industrial  development.  Is  it  not  time  to  take 
a  proper  analysis  to  see  what  our  role  is  in  this  total  region?  I  suggest 
to  you  that  some  of  these  municipalities  should  concentrate  on  things  which 
have  already  indicated  the  greatest  part  of  their  income.  Possibly  a  new 
concentration  on  the  recreational  field  and  the  tourist  field  is  something 
that  should  be  developed.  Even  in  Barrie,  where  we  have  industrial  develop¬ 
ment,  we  are  placing  a  new  emphasis  on  tourism  and  conventionism.  I  believe 
that  almost  any  of  the  municipalities  in  this  region  have  a  built  in  feature, 
an  advantage  in  developing  tourist  trade". 

"I  will  sum  up  by  saying  that  if  we  are  a  common 
neighbourhood  and  we  have  common  problems,  it  is  necessary  that  we  do  what 
we  can  to  stimulate  our  industrial  development  and  the  value  that  this  has 
to  Barrie  and  the  surrounding  communities.  At  the  same  time,  we  must 
remember  that  we  have  a  partnership  with  the  others  in  helping  them  in 
whatever  we  can  do  to  acquire  a  healthy  agricultural  neighbourhood.  In  the 
field  of  tourism,  there  is  a  place  for  all  of  us  to  play,  but  it  is  an 
essential  money-maker  for  the  rest".

Water  pollution  was  the  main  topic  of  discussion  at  the 
Winter  Public  Education  Meeting  of  the  Interstate  Commission  on  the  Potomac 
River  Basin,  held  in  February  of  this  year  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  conference,  which  was  the  forefront  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Boat  Show,  was  attended  by  approximately  200  citizens.  The  audience  heard 
professional  and  lay  papers  on  the  subject  of  "Small  Boating  on  the  Potomac 
To-day".  Speakers  advised  the  gathering  that  the  number  of  boats  with  7  h.p. 
engines,  and  more,  on  the  Potomac  is  seventy  thousand.  This  multiplication  of 
small  boats  on  the  Potomac  poses  a  potential  pollution  threat,  they  said,  as  a 
large  percentage  are  covered  boats  and  nearly  all  of  these  are  equipped  with  galleys 
and  heads.  There  are  presently  no  rules  requiring  Potomac  boat  owners  to  treat 
head  and  galley  wastes  before  discharging  them  into  the  river.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  boats  means  in  effect  an  increase  in  the  quantity  of  raw  wastes  dis¬ 
charged  into  the  river. 


An  executive  of  the  Tojan  Boat  Company  pointed  out 
at  the  conference  that  the  boating  industry  has  already  developed  a  standard 
for  marine  sewage  treatment  devices  and  is  marketing  several  models.  Boat 
builders  are  offering  chlorinators  in  their  large  cruisers  and  buyers  are  insist¬ 
ing  on  their  installation.  Twenty  states  of  the  nation,  according  to  Thomas 
Kelleher  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service,  have  put  waste  disposal  from  boats 
under  some  kind  of  regulation. 

The  gathering  was  advised  that  the  Council  of  State 
Governments  will  perfect,  this  year,  a  uniform  law  governing  sewage  and  trash 
discharges  from  boats  and  most  likely  carry  it  in  its  Volume  of  Suggested  State 
Legislation  for  1967.

PR OMOT I ON :  selling  the  region. _ 


During  the  winter  of  1964-65,  at  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario,  a  class  of  42  geography  honours  students,  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  Robert  W.  Packer,  prepared  a  series  of  maps  (43  in  all)  on  the 
development  of  the  Lake  Erie  region. 

The  object  of  this  program  was  an  exercise  in  map  design, 
to  use  the  map  and  the  cartographer’s  techniques  to  devise  a  cartogram  which, 
through  the  use  of  "design  impact",  would  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  reader 
some  significant  aspect  of  the  region.  Professor  Packer  advised  that  each  map 
began  with  a  visual  idea  which  was  ultimately  converted  into  a  design.  Between 
20  to  30  hours  of  work  were  involved  in  the  production  of  each  map. 

The  maps,  which  are  divided  into  five  groups,  show  growth 
of  population,  agricultural  productivity,  resource  and  energy  supply,  industry 
and  manufacturing,  transportation  and  communication. 

The  maps  were  prepared  from  figures  available  from  the 
Ontario  Economic  Survey  1961  and  the  Census  of  Canada .  Professor  Packer  comments 
that  the  cartograms  are  not  meant  to  replace  the  tables  of  statistics,  but  to  draw 
emphasis  upon  the  results  of  analysis  of  the  statistics.

Ontario's  90  provincial  parks  re-opened  in  May. 
Attendance  is  expected  to  exceed  the  ten  million  mark  -  a  ten  per  cent  increase 
over  the  1964  figure  of  9 ,140,000  visitors  which  was  a  record  year,  according 
to  reports,  despite  poor  weather  prevailing  most  of  the  summer.

The  St.  Clair  Regional  Development  Association,  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Ontario  Department  of  Economics  and  Development,  presented 
an  economic  forum  in  Chatham  on  June  10.  The  purpose  of  the  forum  was  to  show 
the  state  of  the  region  in  all  the  major  sectors  of  its  economy  and  to  indicate 
the  individual  standing  of  the  Counties  and  the  major  municipalities  within  the 
region.  Measures  of  growth  and  progress  were  given.  A  slide  presentation, 
comprised  of  23  graphic  charts,  gave  to  the  St.  Clair  region  a  body  of  inform¬ 
ation  in  which  the  strong  elements  were  highlighted  and  from  which  the  weaker 
elements  may  be  extracted  and  improved  where  necessary. 

An  audience  of  approximately  200  municipal,  business, 
industrial,  agricultural  and  academic  leaders  were  given  information  on  their 
region  as  a  composite  economic  unit  and  were  made  aware  of  the  economic 
conditions  in  Essex,  Kent  and  Lambton.  The  information  signified  progress  in 
relation  to  that  of  the  province  and  provided  as  firm  a  basis  as  possible  for 
estimating  future  development  in  the  region. 

The  subjects  covered  were  grouped  under  the  headings 
of  population  and  labour  force,  income,  agriculture,  manufacturing,  retail  sales 
and  construction.  A  panel  consisting  of;  ¥.  J.  Beynon,  Manager,  Imperial  Oil 
Enterprises  Ltd.  Sernia;  B.  E.  Easton,  Canada  oc  Dominion  Sugar  Company,  Chatham 
and  Dr.  G.  R.  Horne,  Dean,  Faculty  of  Business  Administration,  University  of 
Windsor,  gave  their  interpretation  of  the  statistics  presented. 

A  25-page  brochure  of  economic  material  on  the  St. 

Clair  region,  prepared  by  the  Special  Research  and  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Economics  and  Development  was  presented  to  each  delegate.

-  Planning  with  regard  to  high  rise  apartments  and  density 
development. 

-  While  not  immediate  or  pressing,  strip  development  along 
main  roads  is  steadily  creeping  in  and  must  be  controlled 
through  adequate  planning. 

-  "Diffuseness"  of  building  predominately  of  single  family 
homes  on  good  sized  lots,  with  undeveloped  spaces  between. 
This  makes  services  very  costly  and  planning  and  control 
quite  difficult. 

-  Planning  such  an  area  which  is  abutting  Galt,  Brantford, 
Hamilton  and  Dundas  in  each  of  its  corners  creates  a 
"regional"  problem  and  also  assessments  regarding  either 
urban  or  rural  standards. 

-  Twelve  miles  of  waterfront  in  a  town  where  industry  and 
multiple  housing  are  growing  veryiapidly. 

-  Going  through  a  period  of  change  where  the  ratio  of  indust¬ 
rial  assessment,  the  demand  for  services  and  the  recreat¬ 
ional  facilities  must  be  considered  in  terms  of  their 
outcomes  in  the  future.

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REGIONALISM: 


Activities  at  the  provincial 
and  federal  level  at  home 
and  abroad. 


Approximately  1500  delegates  from  all  over  the  world  heard 
experts  compare  and  discuss  the  problems  of  air  pollution  at  the  58th  annual 
conference  of  the  Air  Pollution  Control  Association,  held  recently  in  Toronto. 

Mentioned  hereunder  are  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  agenda 
for  an  effective  air  pollution  control  program. 

(1)  Establishment  of  a  central  agency,  supported  by  Ottawa  and 
the  provinces  for  the  collection  and  dissemination  of  tech¬ 
nical  and  administrative  information. 

(2)  Publication  of  standards  governing  permissible  emissions  of 
various  pollutants  in  a  dozen  or  more  designated  regions . 

(3)  Co-operative  agreements  between  the  provinces  to  create 
uniform  objectives  and  regulations. 

(4)  Regional  agreements  between  groups  of  municipalities  and 
industries  aimed  at  establishing  and  maintaining  the  spec¬ 
ified  minimum  standards. 

(5)  A  national  publicity  campaign  to  encourage  individual  involve¬ 
ment  in  prevention  and  cure. 

Here,  in  part,  is  what  Ontario  Minister  Without  Portfolio, 

G.  E.  Gomme,  had  to  say  at  the  conference: 

"The  fact  that  air  is  a  resource  is  recognized  by  the  provincial 
and  federal  governments  of  Canada.  The  Canadian  Council  of  Resource  Ministers 
will  hold  a  national  conference  in  1966.  Air,  soil  and  water  pollution  will  be 
dealt  with  under  the  title  of  "Pollution  and  Man's  Environment".  This  will 
not  be  a  technical  conference,  but  rather  an  assessment  of  where  we  stand  now, 
what  must  we  do  now  and  in  the  future  to  protect  these  three  natural  resources 
so  vital  to  man". 


"Ontario  has  two  Canadian  neighbours;  Manitoba  and  Quebec  and 
six  American  neighbours;  New  York  State,  Michigan,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Minnesota 
and  Wisconsin.  It  is  imperative  that  states  and  provinces  co-operate  through 
the  International  Joint  Commission  to  conserve  air,  the  one  natural  resource  we 
have  in  common.  The  same  reasoning  applies  to  co-operation  with  the  Canadian 
government  and  inter-provincial  air  pollution  problems". 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  every  country  needs  economic  growth  and 
as  a  result  of  this  economic  growth  the  air  pollution  burden  will  continue  to 
grow.  Without  adequate  control  this  burden  can  and  will  be  a  serious  health 
hazard.  The  need  for  ambient  air  quality  criteria  and  standards  is  self-evident, 
as  is  the  need  for  conservation  of  our  air  resource  if  we  are  to  have  an  expanding 
economy  and  an  environment  conducive  to  good  health". 
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REGIONALISM;  (continued) 

"It  is  not  possible  to  reduce  all  atmcEpheric  emissions  to 
zero.  However,  it  is  possible  to  limit  the  emissions  so  that  our  atmosphere 
can  adequately  dilute  and  disperse  them  so  as  not  to  be  a  public  health  hazard."

J.  Torunski,  Extension  Forester,  New  Brunswick  Department  of 
Agriculture  makes  the  following  comments  on  woodlots: 

"Many  owners  don’t  know  their  own  woodlots.  The  1  inch  =  5 

chain  photographs  have  been  of  tremendous  value  in  partially  solving  this  problem. 

Leg  work  must  do  the  rest". 

"Marketing  is  a  problem  in  many  areas.  Although  we  have  found 

that  many  woodlot  owners  do  not  know  what  markets  exist  in  their  own  areas,  and 

often  follow  poor  marketing  practices,  improved  technology  may  assist  in  opening 
up  new  markets  for  many  species". 

"Improved  technology  will  always  be  of  great  assistance  in 
economizing  logging  operations" 

"However,  the  two  biggest  problems,  that  of  family  tradition  and 
the  social  problem,  will  not  be  completely  solved  by  improved  technology.  These 
two  problems  must  be  solved  by  a  careful  study  and  understanding  of  people. 
Extension  programs  must  consider  not  only  the  physical  aspect  of  the  woodlot,  but 
also  the  human  resource  involved".

Entitled  "Metropolitan  Environmental  Study  -  Sewage  Disposal 
Problems",  it  covers  the  six-county  region  of  south-eastern  Michigan.  This  region 
is  adjacent  to  the  St.  Clair  Regional  Development  Association  of  Ontario.  The 
SICC  report  goes  on  to  say  "over  forty  businesses,  including  financial  institutions, 
public  service  corporations,  newspapers  and  industry  have  contributed  in  amounts 
from  $50  to  $25,000  and  some  eight  governmental  agencies  have  contributed  in 
amounts  up  to  $100,000  to  meet  the  cost  of  this  study".  John  R.  Wilt,  senior 
vice-president,  Manufacturers  National  Bank  of  Michigan,  said  "this  is  fine 
evidence  of  co-operation  in  obtaining  a  very  desirable  regional  study  for  our 
future  planning". 

The  water  report  deals  with  supply  requirements  for  a  six- 
county  region  over  the  next  half  century.

RURAL  DEVELOPMENT: 


An  agreement  has  been  reached  between  federal/ 
provincial  ARDA  (Agricultural  Rehabilitation  Development  Act)  to  share 
the  cost  of  a  $650,000  development  program  in  the  District  of  Manitoulin.

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PROMOTION; 


As  part  of  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan’s  60th 
anniversary  celebrations,  the  Jubilee  and  Centennial  Corporation,  in 
co-operation  with  the  various  provincial  government  departments,  accom¬ 
plished  a  vast  tree  planting  program. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  of  May  and  the  first  week 
in  June  50*000  four-year  old  white  spruce  trees  were  distributed  to  school 
children  in  grades  five  and  six  for  home  planting.  Each  student  receiving 
a  tree  was  supplied  with  an  illustrated  brochure  outlining  instructions  on 
the  planting  and  care  of  the  white  spruce. 

The  Jubilee  and  Centennial  Corporation  will  look  to 
expanding  the  tree  planting  program  in  1966  and  1967,  thus  enhancing  the 
natural  beauty  of  the  province  by  a  project  linking  both  the  province’s 
Diamond  Jubilee  and  Canada’s  Centennial  with  a  visual  reminder  of  the  twin 
celebrations. 
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PARKS  AND  CONSERVATION; 

A  new  concept  of  parks  was  outlined  by  Professor 
Norman  A.  Pearson,  Town  Planner,  University  of  Waterloo. 

Professor  Pearson  addressed  more  than  200  delegates 
from  Canada  and  the  U. S.  at  the  National  Conference  of  State  Parks  at 
Port  Carling  recently. 

The  plan  to  use  full  land  resources  on  a  regional 
basis,  rather  than  establishing  defined  park  districts,  was  outlined  at  the 
meeting.  Professor  Pearson  said  that  the  creation  of  the  N0rth  Georgian 
Bay  Recreation  Reserve  by  the  provincial  government  is  one  of  the  bolder 
advances  in  the  field  of  recreation.  The  basic  idea  of  the  new  recreational 
reserve  is  to  be  ahead  of  the  demand,  and  search  out  the  area,  which  within 
a  few  decades  will  be  extensively  used  by  vacationers. 

The  Georgian  Bay  Recreational  Reserve  lies  between 
Parry  Sound  and  Algoma  and  encompasses  4,500  square  miles.  The  location 
itself  is  evidence  of  how  severe  the  pressures  are  on  recreational  resources, 
Professor  Pearson  remarked.  The  reserve  is  a  simple  new  approach  to  the 
question  of  land  resources  and  recreational  demand  on  a  regional  basis. 
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RESEARCH : 


On  October  21,  19 65,  at  Middlesex  College,  University 
of  Western  Ontario,  London,  the  Lake  Erie  Regional  Development  Association 
presented  its  Fall  “Economic3’  Conference  on  Elgin,  Middlesex,  Norfolk  and 
Oxford  Counties, 


The  general  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  show  the 
state  of  the  region  in  certain  major  sectors  of  its  economy,  at  the  same 
time  indicate  the  individual  standing  of  the  counties  and  the  larger 
municipalities  within  the  region.  Measures  of  growth  and  progress  were 
given. 


A  slide  presentation  comprising  twenty-three  graphic 
charts  were  shown  to  the  audience.  The  slide  showing  and  the  accompany¬ 
ing  material  gave  to  the  region  a  body  of  information  upon  which  the 
strong  elements  could  be  highlighted  and  from  which  the  weaker  elements  could 
be  extracted  and  improved  where  necessary. 

The  Special  Research  and  Surveys  Branch,  Ontario 
Department  of  Economics  and  Development,  compiled  the  statistical  data  and 
the  Regional  Development  Branch  prepared  the  charts. 

This  slide  presentation  was  the  third  of  its  kind,  the 
first  being  at  a  Georgian  Bay  regional  meeting  earlier  this  year.  The  second 
at  the  Lake  St.  Clair  Economic  Forum  in  June. 

A  panel  discussion  followed  the  slide  presentation. 
Speakers  included:  Clarence  Plested,  Massey  Ferguson,  Joseph  Jeffery, 
chairman  of  the  board,  London  Life  Insurance  Company,  Robert  Woxman,  president 
Kelvinator  of  Canada  Limited.

“What  is  your  next  step  and  who  should  take  the  initiative?  It  will  examine  a 
number  of  major  planning  issues,  such  as  hydro,  highways,  water  and  sanitation 
and  will  attempt  to  resolve  which  should  be  the  concern  of  regional  government, 
which  provincial  and  which  should  remain  within  local  municipal  jurisdiction. 

The  conference  will  be  held  at  the  Royal  York  Hotel, 
Toronto  on  November  17-18-19,  1965- 
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The  following  excerpt  is  from  an  address  given 
recently  by  the  Honourable  George  E0  Gomme,  Minister  Without  Portfolio, 
at  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Association  of  Mayors  and  Reeves. 

There  are  some  areas  where  we  can  help  to  make 
things  easier  for  ourselves.  For  example,  many  municipalities  carry  by¬ 
laws  which  are  no  longer  being  used,  or  which  are  no  longer  enforced. 

These  should  be  weeded  out,  as  they  will  not  only  clutter  up  the  records, 
but  add  unnecessary  confusion  by  their  very  presence.  It  is  difficult 
enough  for  the  new  councillor  to  keep  abreast  of  the  operating  by-laws 
without  the  additional  obstacle  of  those  by-laws  which  are  non-operating”. 

'Once  the  initial  clearing-out  has  been  done,  it  is 
a  comparatively  simple  matter  to  set  up  a  schedule  of  continuing  scrutiny 
to  avoid  a  future  build-up  of  obsolete  by-laws”.

At  a  recent  board  of  directors  meeting  several  suggest¬ 
ions  were  brought  forward  as  incentives  to  encourage  doctors  and  dentists 
to  the  area.  It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  board  that  a  tour  of  the 
municipalities  within  the  region,  by  graduate  doctors  and  dentists,  might 
be  arranged  through  the  co-operation  of  the  association  and  the  municipal¬ 
ities  concerned. 


The  general  manager,  W.  G.  Urquhart,  was  directed  to 

pursue  this  idea.

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On  November  17,  at  the  Royal  York  Hotel,  Toronto,  The 
Honourable  J.  W.  Spooner,  minister,  Ontario  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs, 
addressed  delegates  attending  a  conference  held  by  the  Community  Planning 
Association  of  Canada  (Ontario  Division).  Here,  in  part,  is  what  Mr.  Spooner 
said: 


"Lack  of  interplanning  stands  as  a  bar  to  progress  and 
municipal  government  as  we  know  it  is  doomed  unless  cities  and  counties  are 
able  to  come  together  in  some  common  form.  Too  often  there  is  a  back  door 
line  of  communication  between  city  and  county  governments.  As  a  result, 
two  different  viewpoints  and  two  different  vocabularies  have  been  helped  to 
form  invisible  barriers. 

"Flexibility  is  the  key  to  the  problem  in  Ontario.  If  we 
do  not  change  the  system  to  meet  new  circumstances,  somebody  else  is  going 
to  take  the  ball  away  and  set  up  a  different  ball  game.  I  would  stress  that 
Ontario  legislation  is  permissive  and  will  allow  local  solutions  to  local 
problems. 


"In  1849,  Robert  Baldwin  gave  us  the  Municipal  Act,  the 
basis  of  our  municipal  structure.  To-day,  world  population  explosion  and 
matching  explosion  of  human  knowledge  and  technology  are  pressing  realities 
of  our  time.  The  rapid  "regionalization"  of  the  world  has  been  a  significant 
trend  since  the  second  world  war.  A  new  approach  is  needed  which  will 
simplify  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  community  action.  These  changes  demand 
modifications  at  local  government  level  which  will  accommodate  growth,  but 
at  the  same  time  protect  those  valuable  things  upon  which  we  build  better 
communities. 


"Here  in  Ontario  the  county  is  emerging  as  the  local  geo¬ 
graphical  starting  point  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  regional  government.  It 
has  the  resources  -  administrative,  financial  and  political  -  to  handle 
many  urbanization  problems.  But  it  must  be  realized  that  planning  is  a 
custom  job  as  each  municipality  is  different  from  its  neighbours. 

"The  21st  century  seems  a  long  way  off,  but  some  of  the 
new  generation  will  see  the  results  of  our  projects.  In  drawing  up  plans 
for  progress,  there  must  be  a  strong  local  desire  to  improve  and  grow. 
Joint  local  co-operation  is  essential  if  we  are  to  keep  pace  with  our  fast 
changing  world  and  unless  we  begin  to  arm  ourselves  now,  we  will  not  be 
ready  to  cope  when  new  crises  hit  us.  To  meet  the  needs  of  our  future 
citizens  requires  hard  thinking  and  careful  planning  at  all  local  and 
provincial  levels". 
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REGIONALISM: 


"A  preliminary  plan  for  the  regional  development  of  Dublin, 
Ireland  was  submitted  recently  to  the  Irish  Minister  for  local  government. 

"Prepared  by  Professor  H.  Myles  Wright,  Professor  of  Civic 
Design  at  the  University  of  Liverpool,  the  plan  attempts  to  balance  the  needs 
of  a  growing  city  with  the  desire  to  retain  Dublin’s  historic  architectural 
character. 


"The  plan  projects  for  Dublin  City  and  County  by  1985,  a 
population  increase  of  over  350,000,  an  increase  of  124,000  jobs  and  a  quad¬ 
rupling  of  the  ratio  of  automobiles  to  population.  Professor  Wright  points 
out  that  a  vast  amount  of  land  will  be  needed  for  the  movement  and  parking 
of  automobiles  and  warns  that  'the  needs  of  the  motor  vehicles  must  be 
weighed  against  the  value  placed  upon  environment'. 

"The  report  takes  cognizance  of  the  difficulty  of  implementing 
the  plan  in  view  of  archaic  'local  authority  boundaries  in  the  region'  and 
issues  a  call  for  co-ordination  of  regional,  county  and  local  requirements 
'in  terms  of  a  program  as  well  as  plans'".

"Regional  Development  and  its  Economic  Value"  was  the 
subject  of  a  talk  given  recently  by  W.  N.  Keefe,  general  manager,

of  municipalities  in  the  Okanagan  Valley,  clustered  around  the  three  cities 
of  Vernon,  Kelowna  and  Penticton.  A  regional  development  association  was 
formed  a  few  months  ago  to  exploit  their  advantage  as  a  designated  area". 

Other  program  participants  were:  Ray  Kersey,  industrial 
commissioner,  British  Columbia;  Ken  Ford,  industrial  commissioner,  City 
of  Galgary;  Tom  McLaughlin,  federal  co-ordinator,  Area  Development  Agency, 
Nova  Scotia  and  Joe  Bergasse,  federal  co-ordinator,  Area  Development 
Agency,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island.

Odds  against  ever  finding  another 
planet  as  well  suited  for  humanity  are  not  worth  the  gamble.  We  must  take 
care  of  this  one". 
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RESEARCH: 

Over  460  research  projects  being  undertaken  by  the 
Ontario  government  and  associated  agencies  are  listed  in  a  78-page  index 
published  recently  by  the  Ontario  Economic  Council. 

The  index  does  not  include  all  areas  of  research,  but 
concentrates  on  the  types  of  investigation  of  interest  to  the  industrial 
sector,  such  as  agriculture,  architecture,  chemistry,  earth  sciences, 
engineering,  forestry,  life  sciences  and  physics. 

It  is  expected  the  index  will  be  revised  anually,  with 
future  editions  containing  some  generalized  descriptions  of  research 
activities  by  industrial  research  laboratories,  said  W.  H.  Cranston, 
chairman,  Ontario  Economic  Council. 

Editorial  director  of  the  index  was  Dr.  A.  D.  Misener, 
M.A. ,Ph.D. ,F.R.S.C. ,M.E.I.C. ,  University  of  Toronto.

Research  Inc.,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  dated  December  1965. 

"As  an  industrial  facility  planner,  you  will  be  glad 
to  learn  that  the  industrial  promotion  activities  of  the  60  states  and 
provinces  are  getting  further  and  further  away  from  the  hand-shaking, 
back-patting,  dining  and  wining  treatment  of  older  days. 

"In  fact  you  hear  more  and  more  of  ' planning' and  ’research' 
and  ’feasibility'  and  'market  studies'  than  you  do  of  treating  the  industrial 
prospect  to  a  night  (or  nights)  on  the  town. 

"The  industrial  facility  planner  will  find  it  even  more 
interesting,  perhaps,  to  learn  that  the  change  is  resulting  in  more  effective- 
operations. 


"Regionalization  of  development  efforts  and  the  recog¬ 
nition  that  political  boundaries  are  not  worthwhile  economic  groupings  are 
two  more  symptoms  of  a  healthier,  more  dynamic  group  of  development  agencies. 
The  disease  of  'county  court  myopia'  is  no  longer  the  dreaded  thing  it  was 
in  the  past.  The  blinders  are  being  taken  off  all  of  North  America. 

"New  groupings  and  regional  programs  have  only  recently 
been  announced  by  North  Carolina,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Georgia  and  Mississippi. 
Older  regional  programs  (and  perhaps  leaders  of  todays  trend) include  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania"  . 

"Results  are  showing,  especially  in  those  states  that 
have  supported  the  change  with  adequate  resources  of  people  and  dollars". 


PLANNING: 


"In  these  days  of  increasing  urbanization  when  the  tempo 
of  development  is  increasing  at  a  fantastic  rate,  life  would  border  on 
anarchy  if  planning  control  was  not  exerted  on  development.  Services 
could  not  be  planned  ahead  of  time,  ultimate  demands  would  be  impossible 
to  calculate. 


"Future  traffic  patterns  would  be  unknown  and  highways 
could  hardly  be  planned  to  satisfy  unknown  volumes.  Future  school  demands 
could  not  be  calculated  or  sites  chosen  without  the  guidance  of  a  plan. 
These  examples  must  suffice  to  cover  many  others  which  will  come  to  the 
reader's  mind,  such  as  the  glue  factory  appearing  next  to  the  $30,000  home 
in  an  unplanned  area".

Increased  grants  to  regional  development  organizations  and  a  compre¬ 
hensive  survey  of  the  province's  human  and  physical  resources  was 
announced  recently  by  the  Honourable  John  P.  Robarts,  Prime  Minister 
of  Ontario. 

Reading  a  25-page  statement  called  "Design  for  Development",  Mr.  Robarts 
told  the  legislature  that  Ontario’s  existing  regional  development 
associations  will  be  renamed  "councils"  and  receive  a  basic  grant  of 
$15,000  each  plus  an  additional  grant  of  $10,000  on  a  matching  basis. 

The  comprehensive  inventory  of  the  province's  resources,  he  said, 
will  be  undertaken  by  the  Ontario  government  and  the  universities, 
in  consultation  with  the  new  regional  development  councils. 

To  implement  the  program  at  the  government  level,  a  committee  of  the 
cabinet  will  be  established  for  the  purpose  of  planning  priorities,  co¬ 
ordinating  government  activity  and  directing  the  preparation  of  regional 
development  plans.  This  cabinet  committee  will  be  assisted  by  a  senior 
departmental  advisory  committee  of  civil  servants  familiar  with  the 
regional  activities  of  their  departments. 

Mr.  Robarts  said  that  under  the  new  program  it  will  be  the  aim  of 
most  operating  departments  and  agencies  of  the  Ontario  government  to 
work  toward  the  gradual  establishment  of  common  administrative  regions. 

Praising  the  work  of  Ontario's  present  nine  regional  development 
associations,  Mr.  Robarts  said  the  newly  named  regional  councils  will 
be  encouraged  to  initiate  their  own  programs  as  well  as  to  make 
proposals  for  provincial  action. 

As  a  means  of  encouraging  the  increased  participation  of  county  and  local 
municipal  councils  and  in  recognition  of  the  growing  importance  of  the 
functions  and  advice  of  regional  citizens'  groups,  the  government  will 
recognize  the  regional  development  associations  by  legislation  and 
rename  them  regional  development  councils. 

Mr.  Robarts  stressed  that  the  new  regional  development  plan  will  not 
disturb  the  existing  power  and  authority  of  municipal  and  county  councils. 
He  also  indicated  the  program  will  not  interfere  with  any  future  consider¬ 
ations  of  adjustment  in  local  area  government. 
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REGIONALISM: 


Douglas  A.  Penfold,  assistant  deputy  minister,  Ontario  Department  of 
Reform  Institutions,  met  recently  with  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Lake  Erie  Regional  Development  Association  at  London.  Mr.  Penfold 
spoke  on  the  concept  of  regional  jails. 

Explaining  the  structure  of  regional  detention  centres  (regional  jails) 

Mr.  Penfold  stated  that  a  recent  Act  of  the  Ontario  Legislature  provides 
that  2  counties  or  more  may  unite  to  build  a  regional  jail.  He  informed 
the  board  that  up  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the  erection  costs  (exclusive  of 
land  expenditures)  will  be  borne  by  his  department. 

A  prototype  of  the  ideal  centre  is  presently  underway  in  Napanee,  Ontario, 
said  Mr.  Penfold.  This  new  jail  will  serve  the  4  counties  of  Addington, 
Frontenac,  Hastings  and  Prince  Edward.

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A  request  for  literature  on  the  International  Conference  on  Regional 
Development  and  Economic  Change  was  received  recently  by  the  Regional 
Development  Branch  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce,  Office  of 
Regional  Economic  Development,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  Regional  Development  Branch  was  informed  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Commerce  that  they  will  distribute  the  conference  transactions  to 
the  new  regional  commissions  which  are  presently  being  set  up  in  New 
England,  Great  Lakes  and  Ozarks  areas. 

The  International  Conference  on  Regional  Development  and  Economic  Change 
was  held  by  the  Ontario  Department  of  Economics  &  Development  in 
February,  1965. 
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TOURISM: 


Wisconsin  is  paying  cash  for  fishing,  hunting  and  scenic  easements 
and  development  rights  on  private  property.  The  sale  of  the  easement 
in  no  way  alters  the  full  ownership  rights  of  the  land  owner  (they 
continue  unchanged).  The  property  may  be  owned,  sold,  or  speculated 
in  without  change. 

In  twenty-two  months  fishing  and  stream  easements  on  475,000  feet  of 
lake  and  stream  frontage  were  acquired  for  an  average  of  thirty  cents 
a  foot.  Over  ninety  miles  of  water  frontaqe  was  secured  on  property 
for  $141,000. 

Scenic  easements  on  fifty-five  miles  of  highway  were  acquired  at  an 
average  cost  of  $650  a  mile.  The  scenic  easement  prevents  destruction 
of  the  scenic  character  of  the  highway  by  destructive  development,  but 
does  not  interfere  in  any  other  way  with  the  owner' s  rights. 

A  hidden  benefit  is  that  unlike  outright  state  purchase  or  expropriation 
the  sale  of  the  easement  does  not  remove  the  property  from  the  local  tax 
roles  as  an  assessment  figure  and  a  municipal  revenue  source.

At  a  dinner  meeting  held  by  the  Northeastern  Ontario  Development  Assoc¬ 
iation  in  Timmins  on  February  25,  the  Honourable  James  Auld,  minister, 
Ontario  Department  of  Tourism  and  Information,  spoke  to  guests  on  the 
importance  of  the  tourist  industry  to  our  economy.  Mr.  Auld  said  that 
tourism  was  not  only  the  interest  of  the  tourist  operators,  but  should 
be  the  interest  of  everyone.  He  went  on  to  point  out  how  the  tourist 
dollar  -  going  from  accommodation  owner,  gas  station  operator  or 
restaurant  proprietor  to  the  painter,  the  plumber,  the  automobile  dealer, 
the  hardware  store,  the  jewellery  store  and  so  on  -  continues  to  work  in 
the  community  long  after  the  tourist  has  departed.

AGRICULTURE: 


On  March  10,  at  Prudhomme’ s  Motor  Hotel,  K.  E.  Lantz,  assistant  deputy- 
minister,  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture,  spoke  to  delegates  attend¬ 
ing  the  8th  annual  conference  of  the  Niagara  Regional  Development  Assoc¬ 
iation.  Here  in  part  is  what  Mr.  Lantz  said: 

"The  5  counties  in  the  Niagara  region  produced  by  value  nearly  ten  per 
cent  of  the  total  Ontario  farm  output  in  1965.  Cash  receipts  from  the 
sale  of  farm  products  accounted  for  well  over  $90  million.  While  fruit 
and  vegetable  production  are  main  revenue  producers,  livestock  and  live¬ 
stock  products  represent  a  very  large  percentage  in  the  5 -county  area  as 
a  whole  and  while  the  Niagara  area  is  one  of  the  main  fruit  producing 
areas  in  Canada,  the  tender  frui t -producing  area  below  the  escarpment  is 
one  of  the  few  good  areas  in  North  America. 

"The  production  of  food  to-day  is  part  of  a  great  complex,  including 
not  only  producers  themselves,  but  as  well,  manufacturers,  suppliers, 
processors,  distributors  and  retailers.  In  this  context,  agriculture, 
or  food  supply,  directly  or  indirectly,  accounts  for  forty  per  cent 
of  the  output  of  this  country. 

"The  Niagara  area,  while  an  important  food  producer,  is  also  a  very 
important  market  for  food.  It  is  estimated  that  the  population  here 
consumes  about  10  million  pounds  of  cheese,  8  million  pounds  of  butter, 
250  million  pounds  of  whole  milk  and  cream,  not  including  all  other 
dairy  products,  120  million  pounds  of  red  meats,  approximately  20  million 
pounds  of  poultry  meat,  as  well  as  27  million  pounds  of  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables,  or  equivalent. 

"Considerable  concern  has  been  expressed  about  our  urban  use  of  good 
agricultural  land.  Nowhere  is  the  concern  more  evident  than  here  in  the 
Niagara  region.  It  so  happens  that  this  area  has  good  transportation 
facilities  and  a  concentrated  market,  which,  in  turn  promotes  industrial 
and  urban  growth.  It  also  happens  that  within  this  same  area,  one  of  the 
best  soil  and  climatic  conditions  exists  for  tender  fruit  production. 

In  looking  to  the  future,  there  are  two  opposing  points  of  view.  One 
observation  made  and  supported  by  many  is  that  by  the  end  of  this  century, 
an  area  covering  nearly  fourteen  counties  in  Central  Ontario  will  have 
been  taken  out  of  production.  The  other  view  is  that  with  modern  know¬ 
how  and  continued  research  and  incentive  prices  for  products  produced, 
we  cannot  calculate  our  potential  ability  to  produce.  Nevertheless,  with 
an  expanding  population  and  greater  market  potential  here,  in  other  parts 
of  the  country  and  in  other  countries,  the  loss  of  good  agricultural  land 
to  non-returnable  urban  uses,  is  a  real  concern. 

"By  1980,  it  is  estimated  that  Ontario  will  have  about  9  million  people. 

The  population  of  the  Niagara  development  area  will  no  doubt  be  somewhat 
over  1  million.  Increased  food  requirements  will  have  to  be  met  through 
higher  production,  good  marketing  organization  and  facilities  to  meet

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT: 


To  learn  about  how  distressed  communities  overcame  their  difficulties, 
the  Committee  for  Economic  Development,  711  5th  Avenue,  New  York  10022, 
studied  5  American  communities  that  experienced  major  loss  of  employment 
and  undertook  extensive  local  activity  to  find  new  sources  of  jobs. 

The  efforts  made  to  hold  industry  and  to  attract  new  industry  comprised 
the  bulk  of  each  study. 

The  studies  are  described  in  a  new  book  called  "Community  Economic 
Development  Efforts  -  5  Case  Studies".  Each  contains  a  description  of 
ways  in  which  the  management  of  local  government  and  community  affairs 
has  contributed  or  obstructed  specific  efforts  to  increase  employment.

PLANNING: 


"Regional  planning  is  often  the  most  logical  and  economical  approach  towards 
meeting  pollution  problems.  The  water  pollution  control  agencies  of 
Michigan,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  and  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare  of  the  United  States  government  will  encourage 
such  regional  planning  activities". 

This  statement  was  one  of  twenty-seven  points  adopted  by  the  second 
session  of  the  conference  on  "Pollution  of  Lake  Erie  and  its  Tributaries", 
held  by  the  U.  S.  Secretary  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  on  June  23, 

1965  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.

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PROMOTION: 

A  campaign  to  promote  the  4  counties  of  Wellington,  Perth,  Waterloo 
and  Huron,  has  been  authorized  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Mid¬ 
western  Ontario  Development  Association  (MODA). 

The  three-year  program  was  unveiled  recently  to  municipalities  within 
the  region  by  the  association's  manager,  W.  G.  Urquhart.  Under  the 
slogan  "MODA  Means  Business"  the  promotion  program  will  present  the 
entire  area  of  the  4  counties  so  attractively  by  pamphlets  and  other 
literature  that  people  will  be  drawn  to  the  region  to  live,  holiday, 
or  establish  industries,  said  Mr.  Urquhart. 

The  main  activities  during  the  first  year  would  centre  around  preparing 
and  producing  publications  with  some  limited  advertising.  The  second 
year,  an  extensive  program  of  advertising  in  Canada,  with  limited  ex¬ 
posure  in  the  United  States  would  be  implemented.  During  the  third 
year,  mass  exposure  would  be  concentrated  outside  of  Canada  with  a 
nominal  amount  of  advertising  in  Canada. 

The  costs  for  this  promotional  program  will  be  raised  as  follows: 

1)  An  increase  in  MODA  associate  business  and  industry  members. 

2)  By  selling  advertising  in  certain  publications.  (3)  By  attempting  to 
get  several  major  industries  to  underwrite  a  portion  of  the  program  in 
return  for  credit  line  mention  in  one  of  the  publications.  (4)  A  general 
increase  in  MODA  municipal  members  and  doubling  of  municipal  fees.

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'  MODA  Means  Business’.  ”1  commend  your  new  slogan  gentlemen," 
said  the  Honourable  Stanley  J.  Randall,  minister,  Ontario  Department 
of  Economics  &  Development,  in  his  address  to  the  10th  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Midwestern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 
at  New  Hamburg  on  May  31. 

”As  part  of  your  new  'MODA  Means  Business'  program,  for  example, 

I'm  pleased  to  note  that  in  your  region,  counties  are  now  paying 
on  a  county-wide  basis  for  towns  and  townships  within  the  county 
structure.  This  has  meant  a  vast  increase  in  your  membership  of 
municipalities  and  townships. 

"I  commend  your  county  councils  for  taking  this  significant  step 
in  furthering  regional  development.  For  we  are  now  getting  a  broader 
participation  in  regional  planning.  That' s  what  'Design  for  Develop¬ 
ment'  means  -  everyone  has  a  voice  (and  let's  hope  that  your  major 
cities  will  also  show  the  same  spirit  of  leadership)". 

Mr.  Randall  continued,  "The  provincial  government  also  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  giving  direction  to  regional  land  use  and  economic  develop¬ 
ment  planning.  This  planning  must  include  consideration  of  water 
supply,  sewage  disposal,  transportation  facilities,  highways, 
agriculture,  mining,  location  of  industry  and  supply  of  labour. 

"The  advice  and  participation  of  local  citizens  and  municipalities 
are  necessary  ingredients  in  our  program  of  regional  development. 

The  Ontario  government  is  asking  you,  as  representatives  of  regional 
citizen  bodies  to  initiate  your  own  programs  and  to  make  proposals 
for  provincial  action.  Your  autonomy  and  your  willingness  to  work 
on  a  volunteer  basis  will  continue  to  be  recognized". 
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REGIONALISM: 


New  York  State  voters  on  November  2,  1965,  approved  a  one-billion 
dollar  bond  issue  to  inaugurate  a  six-year  crash  program  designed 
to  clean  up  pollution  in  the  state' s  rivers,  streams  and  lakes.  The 
bond  issue,  the  largest  borrowing  ever  voted  on  in  New  York,  will 
provide  60  percent  of  the  funds  needed  to  carry  out  Governor 
Rockefeller’s  $1.7  billion  'pure  waters'  program  proposed  a  year  ago. 

The  state  will  pay  30  percent  of  the  total  cost  and  prefinance  an 
expected  federal  contribution  of  30  percent  of  the  cost  of  constructing 
new  interceptor  sewers  and  sewage  treatment  plants.  Localities 
throughout  the  state  will  be  responsible  for  the  remaining  40  percent. 

In  addition  to  the  bond  issue,  the  new  program  provides  tax  deduction 
for  industries  in  the  state  amounting  to  the  full  construction  cost  of 
treatment  plants;  state  aid  of  one-third  of  the  cost  of  operating  and 
maintaining  a  local  pollution  control  plant  and  measures  to  speed  up 
enforcement  of  pollution  laws. 

In  conjunction  with  the  drive  for  'pure  waters',  legislative  leaders 
approved  the  Governor' s  request  to  allocate  $860,000  for  a  stepped  up 
water  resources  planning  program.

The  SHAPE  committee  vail  initially  join  hands  with  the  Lake  Ontario  Regional 
Development  Council  in  sponsoring  travel  shows  for  the  centennial  year. 


More  than  200  inquiries  have  been  received  from  prospective  entrants  in 
the  Lake  of  the  Woods  international  sailing  race  planned  for  August  14  -  21 
this  year.  It  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  unique  competitive  sports  events 
of  the  year,  set  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  land  and  water  areas  on  the 
continent,  said  Alexander  Phillips,  general  manager,  Northwestern  Ontario 
Regional  Development  Council.

Mr.  Murphy  said  that  his  company,  which  has  built  20  of  its  26  plants 
in  rural  areas,  found  a  large  number  of  skilled  workers  and  many  others 
that  can  be  trained  in  most  communities. 

Company  executives  who  once  worked  in  urban  plants  also  find  that  they 
like  the  advantages  of  living  in  a  small  town.  Mr.  Murphy  said,  "it 
isn’t  long  before  we  have  a  real  difficult  time  tranferring  our  executives 
from  the  country.  One  big  advantage  is  that  it  only  takes  about  10  minutes 
to  get  to  work". 
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Organized  by  the  National  Farmers  Union,  elderly  low-income  farmers 
are  being  enrolled  for  highway  beautification  projects.  They  will  be 
trained  in  gardening,  landscaping  and  nursery  work  while  they  help  beautify 
the  state  highways.

RESEARCH: 

The  Ontario  Economic  Council  has  recently  released  a  report  entitled 
"People  and  Land  in  Transition". 

The  study  deals  with  Ontario's  marginal  and  sub-marginal  land,  involving 
a  total  area  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  acres  and  some  3,400  people  in  the 
eastern  and  westerly  regions  of  both  southern  and  northern  Ontario. 

The  study  had  two  basic  objectives,  said  William  H.  Cranston,  chairman, 
Ontario  Economic  Council,  first,  to  measure  the  economic  and  social  cost 
of  the  accelerating  drift  into  idleness  of  a  large  part  of  the  acreage 
concerned;  and  second,  to  determine  both  what  might  be  done  to  use  these 
lands  to  better  advantage  and  what  might  be  the  cost  benefit  relationships  of 
the  various  programs  proposed.

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PLANNING: 

"Development  of  a  wide  area  should  be  co-ordinated  so  that  programs  for 
the  whole  area  can  be  devised" ,  an  Elgin  County  meeting  was  told  by 
officials  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs,  Douglas  A. 
Fisher,  general  manager  of  the  Lake  Erie  Regional  Development  Council 
reports. 

Planning  cannot  be  done  simply  on  the  basis  of  one  municipality,  said  a 
department  representative,  but  the  unit  of  planning  i s  an  individual 
concern  whether  it  be  for  one  county  or  a  combination  of  counties  where  a 
joint  planning  board  has  under  its  jurisdiction  areas  of  common  interest. 

In  reply  to  a  question  "should  urban  development  be  discouraged  or 
approved?"'  Panelists  said  the  key  to  the  success  of  new  urban  growth 
is  that  it  occur  in  a  controlled  way  and  be  directed  to  the  right  location. 
Development  of  a  wide  area  should  be  co-ordinated  so  that  programs  for  the 
whole  area  can  be  devised,  they  said. 


MUNICIPALITIES: 

Thirty  permanent  regional  scrap  centres  providing  a  co-operative  basis 
for  processing  solid  waste  and  reducing  the  size  of  auto  grave  yards,  has 
been  recommended  by  the  New  York  State  Legislature  Sub-committee  on 
automobile  junk  yards.  A  study  performed  for  the  committee  by  Economic 
Consultants  Organization  Incorporated  stated  that  the  most  effective  manner 
in  which  to  deal  with  the  solid  waste  and  auto  junk  problem  was  on  a 
regional  basis,  instead  of  by  individual  communities.

Representatives  from  the  Regional  Development  Branch,  Ontario 
Department  of  Economics  &  Development,  and  the  general  manager 
of  the  Lake  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council,  met  with 
Executive  secretaries  (general  managers)  of  six  regional  associ¬ 
ations  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  U.S.A. 

To  celebrate  its  31st  year  of  operation,  the  executive  secretary 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Seacoast  Regional  Development  Association 
extended  an  invitation  to  the  chief  co-ordinator  of  the  Regional 
Development  Branch  to  participate  as  a  guest  dinner  speaker  at 
their  annual  meeting  on  June  15  at  Portsmouth,  N.H.  Approxi¬ 
mately  300  persons  attended,  including  officials  from  U.S.  state 
and  federal  governments  and  U.S.  armed  forces.  Of  particular 
interest  to  the  Ontario  delegates  was  the  number  of  family  groups 
attending  the  meeting. 

During  the  two-day  meeting  it  was  learned  that  the  N.H.  regional 
associations  are  almost  identical  counterparts  of  the  Ontario 
regional  councils,  the  obvious  difference  being  the  smaller 
population  and  size  of  the  individual  regions.  Budgets  are 
acquired  from  municipalities  on  a  voluntary  basis,  the  state  add¬ 
ing  a  $5,000  grant  annually  for  each  region.

NRDC  resolutions  calling  for  Ontario  to  acquire  suitable  lake- 
front  land  available  for  park  and  conservation  use,  has  been 
endorsed  by  the  municipalities  of  Burlington,  Hamilton,  Stoney 
Creek,  Grimsby,  Niagara  Falls,  Fort  Erie,  Crystal  Beach  and  the 
Townships  of  Sherbrooke,  Walpole,  Clinton,  North  Grimsby,  Louth, 
Niagara,  Bertie,  Humberstone,  Wainfleet  and  Willoughby. 

Support  has  also  come  from  the  Association  of  Welland  County 
Conservation  Clubs  and  Brock  University.  The  resolutions  resulted 
from  a  Lakefront  Seminar  sponsored  by  NRDC  at  the  Casablanca  Motel, 
Grimsby  in  February,  1966. 
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PLANNING: 

Urgent  need  for  community  development  to  be  achieved  on  a  regional 
basis,  was  stressed  recently  by  speakers  at  the  29th  Annual  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  Mayors  and  Municipalities 
at  Vancouver  recently. 

Dr.  Eric  Beecroft,  professor  of  political  science,  University  of 
Western  Ontario,  said  that  unless  urban  and  rural  municipalities 
combined  or  federate  to  form  political  units  there  will  be  little 
left  to  local  government.  He  listed  as  crucial  fields  for  regional 
decision  making  -  transportation,  water  and  pollution  control, 
recreation  and  open  space,  location  and  development  of  industry, 
education,  hospital  construction  and  health  services. 

Professor  Norman  Pearson  of  the  University  of  Waterloo  said 
Canada  urgently  needs  to  find  a  way  out  of  its  functional  maze 
and  the  context  for  action  is  the  region.  Canada  urgently  needed 
a  community  development  act,  he  said,  there  was  in  effect  no 
concerted  regional  planning  at  all. 

The  1967  conference  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  Mayors  and 
Municipalities  will  be  held  in  Montreal  July  23  -  24. 
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COUNTIES: 


’’County  governments  have  intermediate  responsibility  between  the 
state  and  local  governments  as  the  primary  suppliers  of  regional 
parks  and  large  outdoor  regional  recreation  areas. 

"Tie  primary  function  of  county  government  in  the  field  of  parks  and 
recreation  should  be  the  acquisition,  con servation ,  improvement 
and  operation  of  large  natural  open  spaces,  making  them  available 
as  regional  parks  in  regional  recreation  areas. 

"For  park  and  recreation  planning  purposes  a  region  is  defined  as 
a  large  geographical  area  which  by  reason  of  topography,  or  urban 
development,  or  mutual  interest,  logically  supports  inter-city, 
county-wide  or  inter-county  planning  and  services".

The  Georgian  Bay  Regional  Development  Council  (GBRDC)  is  seeking 
aid  from  the  Agricultural  Rehabilitation  and  Development  Act  (ARDA) 
to  make  the  Saugeen  river  navigable  from  Lake  Huron,  at  Southampton, 
to  Walkerton. 

W.  N.  Keefe,  general  manager,  GBRDC,  advised  that  a  survey  of  this 
section  of  Bruce  County  shows  it  could  become  a  prime  tourist  area 
if  it  had  improved  boating  facilities. 

The  plan  would  include  a  series  of  dams  to  create  small  lakes. 

The  dams  would  be  by-passed  by  locks  and  marine  railways.  Spring 
run-off  waters  would  be  retained  by  the  dams,  reducing  the  risk 
of  flooding.  The  small  lake  reservoirs  would  also  greatly  assist 
in  the  establishment  of  new  cottage  sub-divisions  along  their  shore 
lines,  said  Mr.  Keefe,  creating  new  assessment  for  townships  not 
now  effected  by  cottage  development.

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"To-day,  your  government  is  increasingly  aware  of  the  need 
to  have  a  ear  close  to  the  local  area  in  order  to  achieve 
the  best  overall  results  from  this  growing  mutual  inter¬

a  more  even  and  co-ordinated  development,  at  lower  cost,  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province. 

"Since  there  must  be  a  two-way  system  of  communication  between 
the  Province  and  local  interests  in  each  region  as  represented 
by  the  county,  municipal  organizations  and  regional  organizations 
already  in  existence,  a  special  cabinet  committee  on  regional 
development  -  popularly  known  as  "the  Randall  Committee"  -  has 
been  set  up.  Close  co-operation  with  area  groups  is  considered 
to  be  so  important  that  the  Prime  Minister  himself  will  be 
chairman  and  the  Honourable  Stanley  Randall,  minister.  Department 
of  Economics  and  Development,  will  be  vice-chairman.  I  am  to 
have  the  honour  of  serving  on  this  committee,  along  with  my 
colleagues  the  Minister  of  Highways,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests. 

"I  must  emphasize  again  that  it  will  require  the  greatest  under¬ 
standing  and  co-operation  of  both  levels  to  achieve  our  ultimate 
goal". 
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TOURISM: 

The  eight  years  spent  charting  inner  channels  of  the  30,000  islands 
in  the  Georgian  Bay  region  have  been  rewarding,  reports  W.  N.  Keefe, 
general  manager,  Georgian  Bay  Regional  Development  Council. 

Results  of  this  work  are  cited  by  the  council  as  follows: 

(1)  Instrumental  in  the  issuance  of  book  charts  Nos  2203 
and  2204,  by  the  federal  government,  for  the  boating 
public. 

(2)  Increased  yachting  trade,  mainly  from  the  U.S.,  within 
the  region. 

(3)  Over  20,000  copies  of  the  council’s  marina  map  were 
distributed  in  1965  and  1966. 

(a)  The  Great  Lakes  Cruising  Club,  Chicago,  receives 
1,800  copies  each  year,  one  for  each  member 

(b)  The  federal  government  requests  3,000  copies  for 
insertion  with  each  chart  (Nos  2203  and  2°04) 

(c)  5,000  copies  were  distributed  at  the  Toronto  Boat 
Show  in  February  1966. 

(d)  General  distribution  throughout  Canada  and  the  U.S.A. 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  St.  Clair  Regional  Development  Council, 
(SCRDC),  have  invited  the  two  tourist  councils  within  the  region  to 
form  a  committee.  From  this  committee  a  member  could  be  appointed 
to  sit  on  the  board  of  the  development  council,  said  John  Garton, 
president,  SCRDC. 

The  proposed  committee  and  the  regional  council  could  work  together 
on  a  regional  tourist  map,  Mr  Garton  commented.  This  joint  project 
could  be  the  first  of  many  pieces  of  promotional  material  for  the 
betterment  of  the  region.

greenhouse  tomatoes.

The  loss  could  raise  vegetable  imports  by  as  much  as  $50  million  a 
year  and  lose  that  much  revenue  for  Ontario,  Mr.  Reynolds  said 

Growers  need  provincial  legislation  to  make  quick  province-wide 
decisions  on  pricing,  licensing,  spreading  crop  information,  packaging 
and  grading,  he  said.

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Excerpts  from  remarks  made  by  the  Honourable  John  Robarts,  Prime 
Minister  of  Ontario,  during  his  Speech  from  the  Throne,  February 
1,  1967. 


"Within  a  few  months  of  the  introduction  of  "Design  for  Development", 

I  am  happy  to  report  the  functioning  of  the  four  key  organizational 
elements:  The  Cabinet  Committee  on  Regional  Development:  the  Senior 

Advisory  Committee;  the  Regional  Economic  Councils  in  the  ten  regions 
of  the  province  and  the  Regional  Economic  Advisory  Boards  of  Civil 
Servants. 

"At  the  same  time,  the  research  studies  in  the  Regional  Development 
Branch  in  the  Department  of  Economics  and  Development  are  well  under¬ 
way  and  the  discussions  that  are  being  held  with  the  councils  have 
demonstrated  the  importance  of  establishing  overall  guidelines  of 
regional  growth.  I  am  happy  to  say  we  are  well  advanced  in  these 
matters. 

"Let  us  be  guite  honest  about  this.  The  words  "regional  development" 
themselves  contain  no  panacea,  nor  do  they  wave  a  magic  wand.  What  is 
reguired  is  a  long  term  assessment  and  hard  work  to  provide  guidelines 
of  growth.  But  we  are  not  prepared  to  stand  still  until  those  guide¬ 
lines  are  established.  Indeed,  I  can  refer  to  a  number  of  particular 
events  in  the  last  few  years  and,  more  particularly,  in  the  last  few 
months  to  demonstrate  the  pace  of  regional  activity. 

"The  increased  grants  which  were  made  available  to  the  councils  have 
proved  to  be  of  substantial  assistance  by  providing  a  firm  base  for 
both  continuing  and  expanding  all  council  activities. 

"The  co-ordinating  and  liaison  functions  among  the  councils  and  between 
the  councils  and  the  government  have  been  assigned  to  the  strengthened 
Regional  Development  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Economics  and  Develop¬ 
ment.  Proposals  and  recommendations  emanating  from  the  councils  will 
be  directed  from  the  Regional  Development  Branch  to  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  Regional  Development  and  ultimately  to  the  Cabinet 
Commi t  tee. 

"This  places  the  Cabinet  Committee  in  the  strongest  possible  position 
since  it  will  be  able  to  base  decisions  on  the  carefully  considered 
proposals  of  both  the  citizen  and  municipal  and  civil  service  groups 
vitally  concerned  with  development  programs.  I  might  add  that  we  are 
confident  that  the  inter-departmental  character  of  the  government 
committees  will  be  a  major  factor  in  ensuring  that  full  co-ordination 
of  all  programs  is  achieved. 

"We  anticipate  too,  a  full  measure  of  co-operation  between  the  Regional 
Advisory  Boards  and  the  Regional  Development  Councils,  recognizing  at 
the  same  time  their  essentially  independent  character".

Highways;  Energy  and  Resources  Management  and 
Economics  and  Development  -  chaired  by  the  Chief  Economist. 

Regional  Advisory  Hoards:  (for  each  of  the  ten  economic  regions) 

Made  up  of  a  representative  of  each  of  those  departments  who  maintain 
a  regional  organization  as  part  of  their  normal  administrative  structure. 

Regional  Councils:  Comprising  citizen  and  municipal  group  participation. 


The  Regional  Development  Branch,  Ontario  Department  of  Economics  and 
Developmen t, ha s  retained  the  services  of  L.  0.  Gertler,  professor  of 
planning.  University  of  Waterloo,  to  assist  with  the  development  of  a 
regional  program  for  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Professor  Gertler  has  been  closely  associated  with  regional  development 
activities  in  Ontario  for  a  number  of  years.  He  was  associated  with  the 
organization  of  the  Conference  on  Regional  Development  and  Economic 
Change,  sponsored  by  the  Ontario  Department  of  Economics  and  Development, 
in  February,  1965.

A  Centennial  tourist  newspaper  covering  stories  and  features  on  the  seven 
vacation  areas  in  the  Lake  Ontario  economic  region  has  been  published  by 
the  Lake  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council.

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RURAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

A  close  look  should  be  taken  at  food  imports  into  Canada,  said  Everett 
Biggs,  deputy  minister,  Ont.  Dept,  of  Agriculture  &  Food.  More  than 
$800,000  worth  of  foodstuffs  currently  imported  could  be  grown  in  eastern 
Canada,  he  said.  Mr.  Biggs  gave  the  following  examples: 

Lettuce  -  during  Canada’s  growing  season  imports  total  $2,000,000. 

Tomatoes  -  each  year  $2,000,000  worth  of  canned  tomatoes  and  tomato 
paste  is  imported. 

Fresh  peaches  -  during  Ontario's  growing  season  large  quanties  are 
shipped  into  Canada. 

Canned  fruit  and  vegetables  -  peaches  $3,000,000:  cherries  $1,000,000; 
pears  $1,000,000;  fruit  cocktail  $6,000,000. 

Frozen  foods  -  strawberries  $2,000,000;  vegetables  $2,000,000. 

During  1965  Canada  imported  70,000,000  bushels  of  grain  corn. 

Mr.  Biggs  called  on  all  segments  of  the  food  production  industry  to  unite 
in  tackling  several  major  problems  -  low  or  excess  production,  developing 
export  markets  and  expanding  domestic  markets.

PLANNING: 

The  following  statistics  were  given  by  the  Honourable  J.  W.  Spooner,  in 
his  address  to  the  Ontario  Association  of  Rural  Municipalities  at  the 
King  Edward  Hotel,  Toronto  on  February  13,  1967. 

"The  assessed  population  in  the  rural  areas  has  increased  almost  11  per 
cent  in  the  last  10  years  and  presently  is  about  one-quarter  of  the  pop¬ 
ulation  of  this  Province. 


"Of  more  than  800  rural  municipalities,  only  358  or  44  per  cent,  are  within 
areas  defined  for  planning  purposes  at  the  request  of  local  councils. 

"The  population  in  these  358  municipalities  is  slightly  less  than  one 
million,  or  about  66  per  cent  of  the  population. 


"Although  there  are  358  municipalities  in  planning  areas,  it  is  rather 
disappointing  to  note  that  only  87  have  an  Official  Plan.  This  means  that 
about  10  per  cent  of  rural  municipalities  and  only  21  per  cent  of  the  rural 
population  benefit  from  policies  set  down  in  such  plans. 


"I  will  put  this  another  way",  said  Mr.  Spooner,  "if  you  add  together  the 
one-half  million  of  the  rural  population  who  are  not  in  planning  areas  and 
the  three-quarters  of  a  million  who  are,  but  who  had  had  no  plans  prepared 
to  guide  the  there  are  at  least  one  and  one-quarter  million  people  living 
in  rural  municipalities  who  are  not  benefitting  at  all  from  a  planning 
program." 
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PLANNING:  (Continued) 


The  following  resolution  wrs  passed  at  a  Norfolk  County  ?one  meeting 
of  the  Lake  Erie  Regional  Development  Council,  on  January  11. 

"That  the  Norfolk  County  Council  be  asked  to  appoint  a  steering 
planning  committee  composed  of  the  13  reeves  or  deputy  reeves  of  the 
municipalities  of  Norfolk  County,  to  study  ways  and  means  of  implementing 
economic,  social  and  land-use  planning  throughout  the  entire  County  of 
Norfolk" 

The  resolution  was  forwarded  to  the  Office  of  the  County  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  and  on  January  30  the  council  received  the  following  reply. 
"Norfolk  County  Council,  on  the  second  day  of  their  January  session 
approved  the  resolution  of  the  regional  development  council  that  the 
Norfolk  County  Council  appoint  a  planning  committee". 


PROJECTS: 

During  the  summer  and  fall  of  1966,  staff  members  of  the  Midwestern  Ontario 
Regional  Development  Council  visited  every  section  of  the  four-county 
region. 

The  council’s  general  manager  W.  G.  Urguhart  and  R.  S.  Macpherson, 
industrial  commissioner,  Guelph,  visited  towns,  villages,  industrial 
parks,  historical  sites  and  recreational  areas,  documenting  on  film 
pictures  in  colour  and  black  and  white.  "No  community  is  elevated  above 
another",  said  the  general  manager  "and  the  whole  Huron,  Perth,  Wellington 
and  Waterloo  area  is  identified  as  an  integral  regional  unit". 

The  council,  through  this  project,  now  has  available  a  file  of  trans¬ 
parencies  numbering  some  1,000,  and  black  and  white  photographs  numbering 
approximately  1,300.  The  general  manager  advised  that  the  ?'i  inch  trans¬ 
parencies  can  be  made  into  35  mm  slides,  or  used  for  reproduction  as  the 
need  arises.  The  black  and  white  photographs  are  available  not  only  for 
publication  purposes,  but  for  the  use  of  the  various  counties,  municipalities, 
towns  and  cities  within  the  Midwest  region. 

This  is  the  beginning  of  a  comprehensive  central  library  of  photographic 
material  of  value  beyond  measure,  confirmed  W.  G.  Certh,  president,  MWORDC, 
and  this  is  only  the  beginning.  A  continuing  program  of  photography  that 
will  keep  this  library  up-to-date  and  functional  will  be  maintained  throughout 
the  coming  years.

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Here,  in  brief,  are  comments  made  by  H.  I.  Macdonald,  chief  economist, 

Ontario  Department  of  Economics  &  Development,  to  members  of  the  Ontario 
Regional  Development  Council  on  April  17,  1967,  at  the  Royal  York  Hotel, 

To ronto. 

"My  role  as  chief  economist  and  chairman  of  the  advisory  committee  on 
regional  development  (the  inter-departmental  group  of  civil  servants 
which  advises  the  Cabinet  Committee)  provides  a  special  vantage  point 
from  which  to  survey  government  activity  in  regional  matters.  From  that 
vantage  point,  one  observation  has  been  abundantly  clear  to  me  -  the 
regional  development  councils  have  been  the  missionaries  of  the  regional 
movement  in  Ontario  and  must  be  assured  of  an  integral  and  responsible 
place  in  the  government’ s  program. 

"It  is  obvious  that  your  mission  has  had  results  of  great  significance  - 
the  formulation  of  a  regional  development  program  by  the  government  of 
Ontario.  This  is  of  major  importance,  because  the  regional  involvement 
of  the  provincial  government  is  as  big  as  the  provincial  budget  itself  - 
the  expenditure  of  some  $2.2  billion  in  the  fiscal  year  1967/68  on 
government  activity  across  the  province.  If  we  were  to  attempt  to  boil 
our  joint  objectives  down  to  one  simple  proposition,  I  think  that  it  would 
probably  be  this  -  to  ensure  that  the  spending  of  that  $2.2  billion  is 
planned,  directed  and  applied  in  a  manner  that  will  have  the  greatest 
impact  on  the  economic  development  of  all  regions  of  the  province. 

"I  believe  that  this  process  involves  three  separate,  but  inter-related 
matters  which  are  presently  before  us: 

(i)  regional  economic  planning 

(ii)  regional  physical,  envi ronmental  and  land-use  planning 

(iii)  regional  government  and  regional  implementation 

"The  first  responsibility  of  the  Ontario  government  i s  to  consider  the 
whole  province  as  a  unit  and  to  plan  for  the  orderly  development  and  the 
greatest  rate  of  economic  growth  of  the  whole  province.  This  is  the  intention 
of  the  announced  "program  for  provincial  development",  which  will  consider 
the  whole  range  of  government  policy,  expenditure  and  investment  with  a 
view  to  ensuring  orderly  planning.  Policy  on  matters  such  as  human  and 
resource  development,  transportation,  industrialization,  power  development, 
provision  of  services  -  all  reflected,  in  turn,  in  financial  and  budgetary 
policy  -  must  be  co-ordinated  to  ensure  the  most  effective  provincial 
development. 

"However,  at  that  point,  it  is  clear  that  different  approaches  must  be 
taken,  within  the  overall  development  strategy,  to  the  different  conditions 
found  in  the  ten  economic  regions  of  the  province.  Provincial  policy  and 
regional  requirements  must  be  joined  together  and  never  pulled  asunder. 

Such  is  the  purpose  of  "Design  for  Development"  -  the  machinery  and  goals 
of  the  regional  program". 
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REGIONALISM: 


The  functions  of  Regional  Development  Committees  in  New  South  Wales, 
Australia,  (Counterparts  of  the  Ontario  Regional  Development  Councils), 
were  revised  and  consolidated  recently  by  the  Minister  for  Decentral¬ 
ization  and  Development,  John  B.  Fuller. 

Divided  into  eight  points,  these  functions  are  as  follows: 

(1)  -The  land,  minerals  and  forests  are  the  basis  of  regional 

resources.  Committees  should  maintain  up-to-date  records 
of  these  resources. 

(2)  -Regularly  review  the  principal  guides  to  the  regional 

economy,  namely  population  movement  and  the  level  employ¬ 
ment  and  advise  on  trends  in  respect  of  primary,  secondary 
and  tertiary  industries. 

(3)  -Weld  local  government  and  community  thinking  into  regional 

thinking.  Issues  confined  to  one  local  government  area  or 
community,  unless  affecting  the  whole  or  a  major  part  of 
the  region,  are  outside  the  role  of  Committees. 

(4)  -Attract  new  industries  to  the  region  and  assist  in  the 

expansion  of  existing  industries,  particularly  those  cap¬ 
able  of  attracting  income  to  the  region. 

(5)  -Examine,  investigate  and  work  for  specific  development 

projects  and  establish  priorities. 

(6)  -Maintain  interest  in  public  works  programs  and  present 

submissions  to  authorities  on  additional  projects  regarded 
as  providing  greatest  benefit. 

(7)  -Identify  local  sources  of  finance  and  direct  investment  into 

viable  local  projects  capable  of  providing  growth  and  employ¬ 
ment. 

(8)  -Disseminate  information  concerning  methods  of  increasing 

regional  production  and  growth.  Advise  all  local  government 
bodies  of  Committees’  deliberations.

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A  research  grant  to  conduct  a  pilot  study  on  the  concept  of 
a  regional  development  plan  was  awarded  recently  to  the 
Planning  and  Resources  Institute,  University  of  Waterloo, 
by  the  Ontario  Department  of  University  Affairs. 

This  project  has  been  launched  in  the  Midwestern  Ontario 
Region,  embracing  the  Counties  of  Waterloo,  Wellington, 
Huron  and  Perth. 

The  objective  i s  to  try  to  develop  the  basic  features  of 
an  overall  comprehensive  plan  that  will  be  useful  for  all 
regions,  said  Ian  Macdonald,  chief  economist,  Province  of 
Ontario. 


The  study  is  under  the  direction  of  L.  0.  Gertler,  professor 
of  planning,  Geography  Department,  University  of  Waterloo. 
Regional  development  plans  will  bring  entirely  new  dimensions 
to  provincial  budgeting,  said  Mr.  Gertler,  they  will  answer 
not  only  the  questions  of  what  services  there  should  be,  but 
where  they  should  be  located. 


The  study  will  be  threefold, 


said  Mr.  Gertler  and  will: 


(1)  Provide  the  basis  for  a  regional  development 
plan. 

(2)  Design  a  process  which  relates  to  a  provincial 
development  plan. 

(3)  Prepare  a  planning  process  which  enables  the 
voice  of  the  region  to  be  expressed. 


Close  liaison  will  be  maintained  with  the  Midwestern  Ontario 
Regional  Development  Council,  the  Ontario  Department  of  Econ¬ 
omics  and  Development,  through  the  director  of  the  Regional 
Development  Branch,  Dr.  Richard  S.  Thoman,  and  with  the  various 
provincial  inter-departmental  committees  on  regional  development. 
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REGIONALISM: 


The  largest  regional  development  plan  ever  undertaken  in  Western  Canada 
was  announced  recently  by  the  Premier  of  Manitoba,  Duff  Roblin  and  the 
Honourable  Maurice  Sauve,  minister,  Canada  Department  of  Forestry  and 
Rural  Development. 

Reports  state  that  the  10-year  program  is  designed  to  provide  aid  for 
almost  every  facet  of  life  and  may  be  the  format  for  similar  projects 
in  other  areas. 

The  plan  calls  for  extending  the  arable  land,  turning  unproductive  land 
into  recreational  areas,  improving  roads  throughout  the  region,  aiding 
fishermen  to  improve  their  techniques,  attracting  industry  and  providing 
educational  opportunities  to  both  children  and  adults.

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REGIONALISM: 


A  world-wide  conference  was  held  in  Toronto  at  York  University  from 
August  6-16,  1967,  to  discuss  the  problems  of  metropolitan  cities. 

Forty  different  cities  from  thirty  countries  were  represented  for  the 
10-day  conference. 

The  theme  was  to  enlighten  each  representative  city  about  the  problems 
that  are  facing  it  in  the  eyes  of  the  others  represented.  Solutions 
were  not  forthcoming  but  approaches  to  solutions  and  their  success  were 
outlined. 

The  major  topics  covered  were:  The  Functional  Metropolis  and  Systems  of 
Government,  Finance,  Administration,  and  Participation,  Intergovernmental 
Relations,  Transportation,  Planning  and  Urban  Design,  Education,  Utilities, 
Housing,  and  Health  and  Welfare. 

Each  paper  was  prepared  by  an  authority  in  the  field  and  sent  to  four 
different  cities  in  the  world  for  criticism  and  comment.  The  paper  and 
the  critical  reviews  were  assembled  in  Toronto  and  formed  the  basis  of 
the  discussions. 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  city  entity  was  rarely  discussed,  but  the  city 
and  the  surrounding  region  with  great  emphasis  on  the  effect  of  the  city 
on  its  hinterlands.  In  this  manner,  certain  regional  techniques  such  as 
journey- to-work,  commodity  flow,  retail  trade  area  and  input-output  were 
analyzed  to  show  the  impact  of  a  city  on  its  region  and  to  try  to  delimit 
the  region  according  to  planning,  and  administration. 

The  success  of  the  conference  was  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  similari¬ 
ties  of  problems  and  various  approaches  to  solutions  were  aired,  free  of 
political  belief.  ' 

The  conclusion  was  unanimous  for  continuity,  every  five  years  on  a  world¬ 
wide  basis  and  possibly  every  year  on  a  continental  basis. 

An  International  Secretariat  to  co-ordinate  the  efforts  of  all  cities  and 
to  distribute  information  is  to  be  set  up  in  Toronto  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research. 

Financing  was  not  thoroughly  discussed,  but  possibility  of  United  sanction 
and  assistance  was  not  beyond  doubt. 
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REGIONALISM:  (Continued) 


The  recent  Pan  American  Institute  of  Geography  and  History  Seminar  held 
at  McMaster  University  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  was  an  overall  success, 
McMaster  University,  through  the  Geography  department  has  been  vitally 
interested  in  development  in  Latin  America,  and  therefore,  the  University 
along  with  its  co-sponsor,  the  Regional  Development  Branch  of  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Economics  and  Development  were  privileged  to  host  this 
first  Inter-American  Seminar  on  the  definition  of  regions  for  development 
planning. 

A  group  of  about  25  participants  toured  the  Niagara  Escarpment  from 
Hamilton  to  Niagara  Falls,  toured  Niagara  Falls,  visited  Toronto  and 
heard  an  explanation  and  progress  of  the  metropolitan  form  of  government 
and  finally  continued  to  Ottawa  via  the  St.  Lawrence  Valley  and  Upper 
Canada  Village. 

The  delegates  present  included  representatives  from  Middle  America, 

South  America,  Canada  and  the  U.S.A. 


The  USSR  has  undertaken  recently  to  set  up  a  system  of  regional  growth 
areas  to  group  places  according  to  their  situation  in  a  system  of 
settlements . 

Firstly,  they  identified  the  systems  of  urban  settlement  formed  in  areas 
of  industrial  cities  and  agglomerations. 

Secondly,  they  identified  systems  of  settlement  being  formed  in  oil- 
producing  and  mining  areas,  where  group  forms  of  settlement  predominate. 

Thirdly,  where  there  were  zones  of  scattered  urban  settlements,  they 
identified  areas  that  are  best  served  by  urban  service  centres. 

With  this  information  they  come  up  with  the  following  groups.

RURAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

An  address  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  United  States, 

Orville  L.  Freeman,  at  a  conference  on  rural  poverty,  indicated  by  the 
use  of  statistics  what  the  city  of  the  future  was  tending  to  become 
"simply  by  allowing  present  trends  to  continue  to  their  logical  conclusion 
for  powerful,  yet  unplanned,  forces  are  tending  in  the  direction  of  even 
further  imbalance". 

To  this  end  he  outlined  three  factors  that  can  be  explicitly  referred  to 
our  own  scene: 

One  of  these  is  tradition.  The  farm-to-city  migration  has  been  under 
way  for  a  hundred  years  or  more.  Cities  have  traditionally  offered  better 
wages,  education,  community  facilities,  and  cultural  activities  than  rural 
areas.  Both  the  city  and  the  countryside  have  undergone  tremendous  change 
in  recent  years,  and  now  many  rural  communities  offer  as  much  as  the 
central  city  ...  and  a  great  deal  more  that  the  urban  complex  cannot  offer. 
Yet  the  tug  of  traditional  thinking  is  strong,  both  on  the  average  citizen 
and  on  those  who  make  the  plant-location  decisions. 

A  second  factor  encouraging  centralization  can  be  summed  up  as,  "them 
as  has,  gits".  Those  areas  which  already  have  industry  attract  more,  and 
this  in  turn  attracts  even  more..  The  sprawling  electronics  complex  in 
Southern  California  is  an  example.  Although  overcrowding,  increased 
taxation  and  snarled  transportation  in  urban  areas  are  making  rural  loca¬ 
tions  increasingly  attractive,  the  lure  of  established  commerce  still  is 
a  powerful  force. 
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RURAL  DEVELOPMENT:  (Continued) 

A  third  factor  is  negative,  but  quite  possibly  more  important  than 
the  other  two  combined:  We  lack  any  accepted  national  goal  in  rural/ 
urban  balance.  We  have  never  seriously  asked  --  let  alone  answered  -- 
questions  like  these:  "What  is  a  desirable  maximum  size  for  any  one 
metropolitan  area?"  "How  much  weight  should  be  given  to  rural/urban 
balance  in  the  location  of  government  facilities  and  awarding  of 
contracts?"  "Are  more  Federal  incentives  desirable  to  encourage  rural 
development?  If  so,  how  much?"  "What  are  the  social  costs  involved  in 
this  unplanned  population  shift?" 

In  the  absence  of  a  national  policy  in  this  matter,  decisions  in 
industrial  location,  government  installations,  contract  awards,  and 
government  program  expenditures  all  tend  to  favour  urban  areas. 

A  continued  unplanned  stacking  up  of  more  people  in  urban  areas,  at  the 
expense  of  rural  areas,  is  a  national  drift  that  bodes  ill  for  the 
future.  No  one  planned  it  this  way;  like  Topsy,  "It  just  grew".  No¬ 
body  really  wants  an  America  of  super  strip  cities,  dotted  with  explosive 
and  squalid  ghettoes.  It  is  not  too  much  to  call  such  a  drift  "national 
idiocy",  and  it  does  no  good  to  offer  palliatives  and  pills  to  cure  a 
disease  which  has  literally  assumed  epidemic  proportions.

Northwestern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

Nearly  40  directors  and  advisers  of  NODA,  from  every 
section  of  the  Northwest,  converged  on  Port  Arthur  for 
the  mid-year  conference  of  the  Board.  The  day-long 
sessions  produced  some  of  the  most  forceful  and  mean¬ 
ingful  discussions  on  area  affairs  and  problems  in  the 
organization's  history.  Some  highlights: 

The  Board  authorized  submission  to  the  Canadian 
Livestock  Feed  Board  requesting  extension  of  feed 
grain  subsidies  to  this  region. 

Special  assistance  for  the  Keewatin  and  Geraldton 
areas,  hard  hit  by  economic  setbacks,  was  called  for. 

Directors  heard  Dr.  Richard  S.  Thoman,  Director  of 
the  Regional  Development  Branch  of  the  Department  of 
Economics  and  Development,  outline  proposals  for  inventory 
and  evaluation  of  the  region's  assets  and  potentials  as 
first  steps  toward  adoption  of  government-supported 
development  programs. 
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Northwestern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council  (Continued) 

Members  of  the  Regional  Advisory  Board,  comprising 
senior  civil  servants  of  provincial  departments  in  the 
Northwest,  attended  the  meeting  for  the  first  time  and 
pledged  close  liaison  with  NODA  on  regional  problems 
and  programs. 

Member -municipalities  of  NODA  continue  their  strong 
and  voluntary  support  of  the  Council,  the  manager  reported, 
enabling  the  central  office  to  function  properly. 

Hon.  George  Wardrope,  Ontario  Minister  of  Mines, 
addressed  the  concluding  dinner  session  of  the  Board  with 
an  optimistic  outline  of  the  region's  growth  and  prospects. 
President  Luke  Francis  presided  at  all  sessions. 


Lake  Erie  Regional  Development  Council 

The  Lake  Erie  Regional  Board  of  Directors  discussed  the 
importance  to  the  Agriculture  Industry  of  reasonably 
reliable  weather  forecasts.  It  was  decided  to  encourage 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  an  Agriculture 
Weather  commentator  situated  in  Western  Ontario  to  give 
similar  weather  reports  as  are  now  being  given  in  the 
Counties  surrounding  Toronto. 

Erie  Research  Project:  Mr.  Paul  Bruer,  Co-ordinator 
of  this  Project,  reported  that  the  Pilot  Study  of  Aid- 
borough  Township  in  the  County  of  Elgin,  had  been  completed 
and  data  had  been  stored  in  the  Data  Bank  for  easy  re¬ 
ferral.  He  also  reported  on  the  1st  stage  of  the  Expanded 
Study  covering  the  4  counties  comprising  the  Lake  Erie 
Economic  Region,  Elgin,  Middlesex,  Norfolk  and  Oxford. 

Five  faculty  members  and  25  students  from  the  University 
of  Western  Ontario  had  spent  this  past  summer  collecting 
a  vast  amount  of  information  from  the  Rural  Municipalities 
and  this  data  would  be  sorted,  tabulated  and  put  on  punch 
cards  for  storing  in  the  Data  Bank,  during  the  winter 
months.  The  2nd  stage  of  the  three-stage  Study  would  be 
started  next  summer  with  emphasis  probably  on  the  Urban 
Centres .

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT; 

An  extension  of  the  time  allowed  for  making  applications  for  grants  under 
the  new  industrial  Research  and  Development  Incentives  Act  was  announced 
by  the  Department  of  Industry. 

When  the  Act  came  into  force  on  March  10  this  year,  the  deadline  was 
September  10,  1967.  The  same  deadline  applied  to  corporations  whose 
1967  fiscal  year  ended  on  or  before  March  10,  1967. 


RCA  Victor's  $25,000,000  colour  picture  tube  in  Midland,  Ontario,  was 
officially  opened  by  the  Honourable  C.M.  Drury,  Minister  of  Industry. 

The  Plant  was  established  with  the  help  of  a  substantial  grant  from  the 
Department  of  Industry  through  its  Area  Development  Program  for  designated 
areas . 

Much  of  the  Georgian  Bay  region  was  designated  in  1965  and  thus  became 
eligible  for  area  development  assistance.  Since  then,  capital  investment 
in  and  around  Midland,  Collingwood,  Bracebridge  and  Owen  Sound  has  totalled 
in  excess  of  $118,000,000.  Within  the  next  three  years  this  investment 
will  have  created  direct  employment  for  about  6,700  people  and  it  is 
estimated  that  another  7,000  jobs  will  be  created  in  trade  and  service 
industries  as  a  result. 

In  his  address  at  the  official  opening  of  the  plant,  Mr.  Drury  said: 

"These  current  developments  in  designated  areas  are  laying  a  firm 
foundation  for  future  growth  and  development.  The  area  development 
incentives  may  be  an  additional  attraction,  but  once  a  centre  of 
industrial  activity  exists,  experience  has  shown  that  the  centre  should 
continue  to  attract  more  industries."

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PARKS  &  CONSERVATION: 

A  Pilot  Study  on  the  economic  impact  of  provincial  parks  is  being  carried 
out  in  two  parks  in  Lake  Ontario  Region,  Bon  Echo,  51  miles  north  of 
Napanee  on  Highway  41,  and  Outlet  Beach  on  the  south-western  shore  of 
Prince  Edward  County;  by  the  Regional  Development  Branch,  in  co-operation 
with  Parks  Branch,  Dept,  of  Lands  and  Forests. 

Questionnaires  were  handed  out  to  campers  and  day  visitors  at  Bon  Echo 
and  Outlet  Beach  Parks  and  they  were  asked  to  mail  tham  back,  on  return¬ 
ing  home.  The  questionnaires  were  designed  to  answer  the  objectives  of 
the  study  which  are: 

1.  To  examine  the  regional  impact  of  direct  government  spending  on 
particular  areas  located  close  to  two  provincial  parks. 

2.  To  examine  the  impact  of  the  spending  of  campers  and  visitors 
attracted  to  the  parks  in  these  localities. 

3.  To  assess  the  degree  of  attraction  of  these  parks  for  the  users. 

4.  To  assess  generally  the  economic  impact  of  the  park  in  its  relation 
to  the  recreation  sector  of  the  economy  and  on  the  regional  economy 
as  a  whole. 

5.  Relation  to  other  recreation  activities. 

An  analysis  of  returns  for  Bon  Echo  has  been  most  favourable.  About 
487,  of  campers  and  visitors  returned  their  questionnaires. 

For  Outlet  Beach,  returns  of  one  day  visitors  were  617,  and  returns  of 
those  campers  were  537,. 

These  returns  are  most  gratifying  and  will  give  a  good  indication  of 
the  objectives. 

Once  received,  these  questionnaires  are  coded,  sorted  and  filed  and 
after  checking  they  are  translated  directly  into  computer  cards  in  the 
Ontario  Statistical  Centre. 

Careful  analysis  of  these  coded  cards  will  be  the  next  step  and  the 
objectives  of  the  study  will  be  realized  when  this  is  complete.

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THE  PRIME  MINISTER  SPEAKS  ON  REGIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 


REGIONALISM: 

In  an  address  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Ontario  Federation  of  Agriculture 
on  November  8,  1967,  Premier  John  P.  Robarts  spoke  at  length  on  the 
subject  of  Regional  Development.  Here  are  some  of  his  comments: 

"You  will  recall  that  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  in  April  of  1966,  a  white  paper 
entitled  'Design  for  Development’  was  presented  to  the  Ontario  Legislature 
and  it  outlined  the  general  goals  the  Government  of  Ontario  is  seeking  through 
what  is  frequently  referred  to  as  'Regional  Development'.  As  you  proceed 
through  your  convention,  I  am  sure  you  will  come  to  realize  the  magnitude  of 
such  an  undertaking.  You  may  also  realize  that  when  one  begins  to  discuss 
such  broad  topics  as  'land  use',  the  problems  involved  will  not  be  solved 
overnight.  The  government  has  accepted  its  responsibility  in  the  field  of 
regional  development  and,  in  fact,  is  well  along  with  much  of  the  fundamental 
work  that  is  required  before  specific  policies  can  be  determined. 

"When  I  refer  to  regional  development,  I  should  like  to  make  it  clear  that 
there  are  two  distinct  areas  in  which  the  Government  of  Ontario  operates.  In 
the  short  term,  from  day  to  day,  the  government  exerts  a  direct  influence  on 
the  economic  life  of  every  person  in  this  province  through  the  wide  variety 
of  matters  which  come  under  the  allocation  of  tax  moneys  for  provincial 
services.  Whether  we  are  dealing  with  highway  construction,  financing  schools 
guiding  ARDA  projects  or  the  numerous  programs  affecting  resource  development 
and  industrialization,  the  government  is  deeply  involved  in  the  economic  life 
of  the  province.  Over  the  longer  period,  we  are  engaged  in  a  fundamental 
planning  process  that  affects  the  whole  pattern  of  development  and  growth 
of  our  province. 

"The  first  responsibility  of  the  Ontario  Government,  therefore,  must  be  to 
deal  with  the  whole  province  as  a  unit  and  to  plan  for  the  orderly  develop¬ 
ment  and  the  optimum  rate  of  economic  growth  of  the  province. 

"However,  within  the  overall  development  strategy,  different  approaches  must 
be  taken  to  accommodate  the  conditions  found  in  each  of  the  ten  economic 
regions  of  the  province.  Government  policy  and  regional  requirements  must 
be  intimately  associated,  the  former  closely  allied  with  the  latter. 

"It  is  obvious  that  economic  growth  can  never  proceed  in  a  vacuum.  Every 
single  economic  decision--whether  it  is  the  building  of  an  industry,  the 
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construction 
an  indelible

of  a  road,  the  development  of  a  commuter  rail  service--stamps 
imprint  on  the  direction  our  growth  is  taking.  Therefore,  the 
include  economic  planning  on  a  regional  basis,  including  the 
we  will  put  to  our  land. 


"In  turn,  planning  cannot  proceed  in  a  vacuum.  There  must  be  agencies  to 
formulate  plans,  forums  in  which  to  discuss  plans  and  bodies  to  implement 
plans.  If  we  are  to  have  regional  plans,  we  must  also  face  the  question  of 
the  appropriate  machinery  to  implement  them.  Such  implementation  will  in¬ 
volve  all  government s--pr ovine ial ,  municipal  and  regional--as  well  as  other 
citizen  groups,  such  as  the  Federation  of  Agriculture. 


"'Design  for  Development'  has  moved  ahead  rapidly.  We  are  now  deeply  involved 
in  a  detailed  analysis  of  all  programs  and  policies  of  the  departments  of  the 
Ontario  Government  as  they  relate  to  regional  growth.  We  have  commissioned 
more  than  20  specific  studies.  Out  of  this  detailed  probing  will  come  a 
responsible  and  meaningful  program  that  will  encourage  a  more  uniform  rate 
of  economic  growth  in  each  region  of  Ontario.  While  the  complete  regional 
development  program  of  the  Ontario  Government  will  require  some  months,  per¬ 
haps  years  to  complete,  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  program  will  deal  with 
several  basic  problems.  Among  these  are  the  challenges  surrounding  the  rapid 
growth  of  our  cities--par ticular ly  the  larger  cities;  the  differences  in  the 
rate  of  economic  growth  among  the  various  regions  of  the  province;  and  the 
preservation  of  such  basic  elements  of  our  society  as  the  agriculture  industry. 


"Embodied  within  the  framework  of  the  eventual  policies  dealing  with  regional 
development  will  be  a  new  knowledge  of  the  uses  to  which  we  are  now  putting 
our  land  and  the  direction  in  which  we  should  be  heading  to  ensure  the  max¬ 
imum  use  of  this  valuable  resource.  For,  as  our  population  and  that  of  the 
world  increases,  we  will  be  faced  with  ever-increasing  requirements  to  build 
our  industry,  house  our  people  and  feed  our  citizens.  Each  of  these  will 
demand  the  use  of  land. " 


PROVINCIAL  REORGANIZATION  AFFECTING  REGIONAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

To  meet  the  challenges  of  economic  guidance,  taxation  reform,  and  priority 
investment,  the  Ontario  Government  is  undertaking  a  significant  consolidation 
of  its  finance  and  economics,  revenue  and  expenditure  policies.  This  will 
ensure  that  the  full  force  of  the  government's  fiscal  power  is  directed  toward 
continued  growth  and  improved  stability  in  the  provincial  economy. 

The  consolidation  involves  the  restructuring  of  Treasury  Department  into  two 
components  -  Finance  and  Economics  on  one  hand,  and  Provincial  Revenue  on  the 
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PROVINCIAL  REORGANIZATION  AFFECTING  REGIONAL  DEVELOPMENT:  (Continued) 

other.  Both  will  be  associated  with  Treasury  Board  and  come  under  the  direct¬ 
ion  of  the  Honourable  Charles  MacNaughton,  Treasurer  of  Ontario. 

The  move,  besides  providing  for  a  co-ordinated,  researched  approach  to  fiscal 
matters,  will  also  permit  a  realignment  of  the  present  treasury  functions  into 
streamlined  components  specializing  in  policy  development,  implementation  and 
administration,  as  recommended  by  the  Ontario  Committee  on  Taxation. 

Chief  Economist  H. I.  Macdonald,  who  has  been  serving  in  the  Department  Of 
Economics  and  Development,  will  become  Deputy  Provincial  Treasurer,  (Finance 
and  Economics). 

The  Regional  Development  Branch  will  move  to  the  Treasury  Department  with 
Mr.  Macdonald. 

The  Finance  and  Economics  wing  will  assume  responsibility  for  the  initiation 
and  development  of  government  fiscal  and  economic  policy.  Among  its  specific 
responsibilities  will  be  the  study  of  taxation  policy,  preparation  of  the 
budget  statement,  advice  on  Federal-Provincial  affairs  and  liaison  with  the 
co-ordination  of  economic  research  groups  throughout  the  government. 

Its  operations  will  also  include  management  of  government  finance,  including 
debt,  investment,  day-to-day  cash  management,  banking  and  cheque  disbursement 
and  for  central  government  accounting. 

A  key  organizational  unit  will  be  a  new  Policy  Planning  Division,  composed  of 
staff  from  the  office  of  the  Chief  Economist,  including  the  Regional  Develop¬ 
ment  Branch. 

The  reorganization  takes  effect  December  15. 


NEWS  BY  REGIONS: 

SCRDC  -  St.  Clair  Regional  Development  Council 

The  Council's  Board  of  Directors  has  appointed,  as 
Director-at-Large ,  to  their  number,  Peter  Paisiovich 
of  Blenheim,  a  representative  from  the  Essex-Kent 
Regional  Tourist  Council,  in  a  further  effort  to 
improve  communications  and  liaison. 

First  in  Ontario  . . .  first  in  the  St.  Clair  Region, 
a  mechanical  "water  taster"  will  be  located  in  Moore 
Township  at  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission 
water  pollution  control  plant.  The  unit,  a  robot 
water-quality  monitoring  device,  measures  chemical 
and  physical  characteristics  of  water,  and  records 
the  data  on  a  strip  chart.  It  is  the  latest  technique 
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St.  Clair  Regional  Development  Council  (Continued) 
in  a  continuous  watch  of  water  quality.  Information 
gathered  will  be  compared  monthly,  seasonal,  and 
annual  variations  to  produce  a  detailed  picture  of 
pollution  and  other  problems  in  drainage  areas. 
Looking  to  the  future,  it  will  be  possible  to  main¬ 
tain  a  number  of  these  recorders  across  Ontario, 
with  information  telemetred  directly  to  a  central 
office  and  punched  on  tape  for  storage  and  summary 
by  electronic  data  processing  machines. 

Another  weapon  in  the  pollution  battle  is  a  large 
mobile  water  testing  laboratory.  The  OWRC  plans  to 
use  the  mobile  lab  for  intensive  surveys  in  special 
problem  areas.  The  12'  x  44'  custom-made  trailer 
will  employ  a  five-man  staff.  It  will  be  equipped 
with  up-to-date  facilities,  including  an  incubator 
for  bacteriological  analysis,  sterilizing  equipment, 
and  automatic  water  testing  instruments. 

According  to  general  manager,  David  S.  Caverly,  the 
OWRC  is  developing  new  ways  to  combat  municipal  and 
industrial  water  pollution.  One  corrective  measure 
to  the  recent  extension  of  OWRC's  financing  power, 
to  include  complete  water  and  sewage  systems  for 
municipalities  with  populations  under  2,500.  Over 
150  applications  for  assistance  have  been  received 
to  date,  and  a  considerable  number  of  projects  are 
already  under  development. 

The  OWRC  also  revealed  that  the  construction  of  a 
2%  million  dollar  water  supply  system  has  been  pro¬ 
posed  to  serve  the  Town  of  Amherstburg  and  Townships 
of  Anderdon  and  Malden. 


Georgian  Bay  Regional  Development  Council 
The  Town  of  Port  Elgin  was  the  setting  for  a  very 
successful  and  informative  day-long  Planning  Work¬ 
shop,  held  November  15. 

Warden  Frank  Field  stressed  the  need  for  concise 
planning.  Mayor  Arthur  Davey,  in  his  welcoming 
remarks  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Port  Elgin, 
agreed  with  Warden  Field's  comments  inasmuch  as 
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Georgian  Bay  Regional  Development  Council  (Continued) 
the  need  for  community  planning  was  acute. 

Mr.  Graham  Adams  of  the  Community  Planning  Branch,  who 
headed  a  panel  of  experts,  outlined  the  history  of 
planning,  touching  on  official  plans;  zoning  by-laws; 
subdivision  control  by-laws;  and  building  by-laws.  In 
commenting  on  County  Planning,  he  stated  that  it  may  be 
considered  a  pooling  of  resources  to  accomplish  what 
an  individual  municipality  cannot  do.  However,  he 
added,  the  exact  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a 
County  Planning  Office  would  depend  on  the  needs  of 
the  County  concerned. 

The  group  of  75  delegates  representing  18  municipalities 
in  Bruce  County,  were  then  split  into  eight  groups  to 
discuss  planning  problems  and  prepare  questions  for 
submission  to  the  panel  in  the  afternoon. 

In  a  luncheon  address  to  the  delegates,  Conroy  Dowson, 
York  County  Planning  Consultant,  referred  to  zoning 
by-laws  and  official  plans  as  archaic,  but  was  not 
specific  as  to  what  he  would  recommend  to  replace  these 
tools  of  planning.  Financial  planning  or  a  review  of 
present  Government  structure,  he  emphasized,  would  be 
far  more  important  to  a  County  than  land  use  planning, 
as  County  Government  is  not  directly  responsible  for 
land  use. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  the  floor,  Mr.  Dowson 
stated  that  he  is  strongly  in  favour  of  County 
Planning,  and  planning  at  all  levels  of  Government, 
and  further  stated  that  he  felt  the  technical  people 
should  report  directly  to  the  elected  officials,  and 
not  to  an  intermediary  board. 


Eastern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 
The  new  incentive  plan  for  industrial  development, 
recently  announced  by  the  Ontario  Government,  will 
apply  to  many  municipalities  in  the  Golden  Triangle. 

If  one  is  organized  and  prepared  to  take  full  advant¬ 
age  of  it,  many  new  industries  should  locate  in  our 
area  and  many  of  our  present  industries  should  expand 
in  the  near  future.  To  propagate  this  plan,  EORDC 
had  invited  representatives  from  ODC  and  the  Trade  and 
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Eastern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council  (Continued) 
Industry  Branch  to  sit  on  a  panel  and  outline 
precisely  the  requirements  and  methods  to  be 
employed,  to  take  advantage  of  the  new  plan. 

Successful  meetings  were  held  in  Smith's  Falls 
on  November  16  and  Prescott  on  November  29 , 
where  turnout  was  nearly  100  delegates  at  each 
meeting. 


Lake  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 
In  1966,  the  LORDC  Board  of  Directors  initiated 
a  Clean  Water  Campaign  that  has  spread  the  message 
to  all  located  in  and  without  the  region  via  the 
symbol  of  Princess  Cleanwater.  The  success  of  the 
campaign  was  obvious  to  all  concerned. 

In  January,  the  Board  will  consider  new  avenues  of 
communications  that  will  bring  the  focus  of  the 
problem  to  everyone's  doorstep. 

Five  young  farmers  from  different  counties  in  the 
Lake  Ontario  area  attended  a  four-day  Soil  and  Land 
Use  Tour  this  fall  at  the  Western  Ontario  Agricul¬ 
tural  School  in  Ridgetown  sponsored  by  the  Lake 
Ontario  Regional  Development  Council. 

County  representatives  of  the  Ontario  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  Food  made  the  selections.  Each 
county  was  allowed  one  delegate. 


Northwestern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

The  Quetico  Centre  was  officially  opened  by  the 
Honourable  Paul  Martin,  Minister  of  External  Affairs. 
The  Centre,  near  Atitkokan  on  Eva  Lake,  will  serve 
as  an  adult  education  and  conference  centre. 

December  8  was  the  date  for  the  Annual  Board  meeting 
of  NWORDC.  The  meeting  centred  around  the  new  in¬ 
dustrial  incentive  program,  the  work  program  for  the 
next  fiscal  year,  and  annual  elections.  This  was  a 
very  important  session,  highlighted  by  two  outstanding 
speakers  who  addressed  the  council  on  industrial  in¬ 
centives  and  development. 
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Lake  Erie  Regional  Development  Council 
A  very  successful  4-County  Zone  meeting  on  the  topic 
"What  Does  the  Ontario  Taxation  Committee  Say  About 
Administrative  Regionalism"  was  held  on  October  25. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  125  people  representing 
a  cross-section  of  the  Region.  Heading  the  discussion 
was  a  panel-  comprised  of  Dr.  E. G.  Pleva,  University  of 
Western  Ontario,  London;  Charles  Black,  Clerk-Treasurer 
Township  of  Aldborough,  County  of  Elgin;  Charles  Tatham, 
former  Mayor  of  Woodstock,  County  of  Oxford,  and 
Alderman  Terry  Ferris,  London,  Principal  Wheable 
Secondary  School. 

At  the  October  Board  of  Directors  Meeting,  Mr.  D.S. 

Ross,  Superintendent,  General  Weather  Services, 
Department  of  Transport,  Toronto,  was  the  guest 
speaker  on  the  very  interesting  and  complex  topic 
of  "Weather  Forecasting".  His  talk  was  at  the 
request  of  the  Board  as  there  appears  to  be  a  need 
for  better  understanding  of  weather  reporting 
terminology,  especially  as  these  forecasts  relate 
to  the  large  Agricultural  Industry  in  our  Region. 

An  education  brief  has  been  prepared  and  presented 
by  Terry  Ferris,  Principal  of  Wheable  Secondary 
School,  London,  and  Chairman  of  LERDC  Education 
and  Culture  Committee,  regarding  new  concepts  in 
secondary  school  design  and  teaching  techniques 
to  the  board.  The  brief  is  presented  in  an  effort 
to  cut  the  ever-rising  costs  of  education  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 


Midwestern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

The  Midwestern  Ontario  Development  Area  is  playing 
a  key  role  in  plans  presently  being  formulated  for 
the  future  of  Regional  Development  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

This  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  following  activi¬ 
ties  which  are  currently  taking  place  within  the  region. 

1.  A  Regional  Development  Concept  Plan  Study  is  being 
conducted  by  the  University  of  Water  loo, using  the 
Midwestern  Ontario  Development  Area  as  a  pilot 
study  region  for  the  Province. 
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Midwestern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council  (Continued) 

2.  The  Department  of  Economics  and  Development  is 
implementing  the  inventory  and  evaluation  stages 
of  the  Ontario  Regional  Development  Program  in 
Midwestern  Ontario. 

3.  A  three-phase  study  is  being  conducted  in  the 
Waterloo-South  Wellington  Area  by  the  Waterloo 
County  Area  Planning  Board  in  co-operation  with 
the  MODA  Council,  Department  of  Highways,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Municipal  Affairs  and  the  Department  of 
Economics  and  Development. 

4.  A  Submission  prepared  by  Mr.  I.  G.  Needles  dealing 
with  Regional  Development  Council  re-organization 
and  originating  in  the  Midwestern  Ontario  Develop¬ 
ment  Area  has  received  widespread  endorsation  and 
support  from  all  Regional  Development  Councils 
within  the  Province. 


Central  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

The  Sheridan  Park  Research  Community,  under  the 
Sheridan  Park  Association,  has  taken  out  membership 
in  CORDC. 

The  University  of  Guelph  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  work  on  a  committee  to  prepare  the  terms 
of  reference  for  a  fringe  to  core  study.  This 
project  would  determine  the  extent  to  which  munici¬ 
palities  surrounding  a  metropolitan  area,  either 
benefit  from,  or  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
metropolitan  area.  The  university  will  undertake 
the  study  with  the  Township  of  Vaughan  and  the 
Village  of  Markham  as  the  pilot  area.  Possibility 
of  including  the  Townships  of  King  and  Whitchurch, 
are  also  considered. 

It  is  hoped  the  results  will  define  the  economic 
and  social  inequalities  within  the  region  as  a  whole. 

CORDC  held  a  general  meeting  November  30,  in  Aurora 
on  the  question:  "Should  a  Regional  Hunting  Policy 
be  established?"  An  excellent  list  of  speakers 
represented  different  aspects  of  the  question;  the 
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Central  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council  (Continued) 
hunter,  naturalist,  game  manager,  farmer  and  land 
owner,  and  CORDC' s  interest.  The  meeting  was  well 
attended  and  a  lively  discussion  ensued.  As  a 
result  of  the  meeting,  a  committee  was  established 
composed  of  representatives  of  the  interest 
parties  to  study  a  regional  approach  to  hunting. 


Niagara  Regional  Development  Council 

D. J.  Bucknall  was  elected  President  of  the  ORDC  at 

the  November  20th  meeting  in  Toronto  and  J. A. 

Richards  is  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  organization. 

Two  very  well-attended  seminars  dealing  with  county 
or  area  land  use  planning  were  convened  in  the  cities 
of  Welland  and  Brantford.  Total  attendance  was 
approximately  300  persons. 

A  study  of  the  Recreational  Development  of  the 
Shoreline  of  Lake  Erie  in  the  Niagara  Region  has 
been  completed  by  Brock  University  and  received 
by  this  Council.  It  is  now  being  processed  by 
the  Directors  for  publication  and  distribution. 

The  production  of  the  NRDC  municipal-industrial 
manual  is  expected  in  January  1968. 


Northeastern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

"The  Travelling  Seminar"  idea  for  the  promotion  of 
a  study  of  development  of  Northeastern  Ontario  and 
Northwestern  Quebec,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  T.  Kierans , 
of  Sudbury,  is  arousing  interest.  Mr.  Kierans  and 
C.H.  Hewitt,  General  Manager  NEORDC  have  been  invited 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  caucus  under  Honourable  Robert 
J.  Stanfield  on  December  4th,  to  discuss  the  plan. 

Zone  6  meeting  in  Timmins  on  November  14  was  addressed 
by  Dr.  R.S.  Thoman,  Director,  Regional  Development 
Branch.  His  message  on  Regional  Development  outlined 
the  work  to  date  and  the  need  for  the  research  phase 
before  development  takes  place. 
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Northeastern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council  (Continued) 
Mr.  Herb  Crown,  Director,  ARDA  Branch  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  and  Food  advised  the  Zone  6 
meeting  by  letter  that  about  4,000  acres  have  been 
acquired  in  the  Val  Gagne  Area.  This  land  will  be 
leased  to  determine  if  a  large  beef  ranch  type  of 
operation  would  be  successful.  This  experiment 
will  be  anxiously  watched  by  other  farmers  in  this 
part  of  Ontario. 

A  Directors'  meeting  of  NEORDC  was  held  in  Sault  Ste. 

Marie  on  December  15th.  The  final  report  on  the 
Algoma  Regional  Port  Study  was  presented.  Represent¬ 
atives  from  the  Upper  Peninsula  Committee  for  Area 
Progress,  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  and  the  Department 
of  Commerce  from  Michigan  were  also  in  attendance.

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PLANS  FOR  ACTION:  A  SPEECH  BY  THE  PROVINCIAL  TREASURER 

A  new  phase  in  Ontario's  regional  development  programme  was  launched  on 
March  25,  when  the  Honourable  Charles  MacNaughton,  Treasurer  of  Ontario, 
challenged  the  regional  development  councils  to  "participate  in  developing 
a  plan  to  complement  and  encourage  the  immediate  development  of  each  of 
your  regions." 

Mr.  MacNaughton  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Regional 
Development  Council  because  of  Legislative  business  and  his  speech  was 
delivered  by  the  Deputy  Provincial  Treasurer,  H. I.  Macdonald. 

In  his  speech,  Mr.  MacNaughton  pointed  out  that  the  provincial  government 
cannot  set  up  a  regional  development  programme  by  itself.  "Neither  can 
the  regional  development  councils.  We  must  work  together  ..  and  we  must 
start  now. 

"To  get  the  job  under  way,  we  are  asking  for  a  very  careful  statement  of 
developments  you  would  like  to  see  in  your  regions  for  the  next  five 
years.  The  period  will  cover  the  provincial  fiscal  year  of  1968-69  and 
the  next  four  years  beyond. 

"I  must  emphasize  that  each  council  is  being  asked  for  a  recommended 
programme  . .  one  that  can  be  adapted  to  our  province-wide  blueprint  for 
development.  The  regional  programmes  will  not  be  policy  statements, 
although  they  will  be  given  very  thorough  consideration  in  the  development 
of  the  overall  provincial  programme. " 

To  assist  in  the  planning  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Council  itself,  $5,000  will 
be  made  available  to  each  Council  to  hire  a  planning  specialist.  The  Regional 
Development  Branch  has  indicated  conditions  under  which  this  new  and  important 
programme  will  be  launched. 

The  development  of  these  recommended  regional  plans  will  involve  the 
gathering  together  of  all  existing  information,  including  official  plans 
already  adopted  by  municipalities.  "From  this  material  and  your  own 
knowledge,  your  regions  and  your  zones  can  be  examined  in  terms  of 
population  and  economic  growth,  both  past  and  anticipated,  and  the  major 
problems  associated  with  this  growth...  You  can  pinpoint  your  opportunities 
and  recommend  policies  for  development." 

Mr.  MacNaughton  sees  the  role  of  the  regional  councils  as  advisory,  but 
believes  they  must  play  an  essential  part  in  the  regional  development 
programme.  "Whether  in  originating  your  ideas  or  reaching  to  ours,  a 
regional  development  council  does  a  job  no  other  group  can  do.  " 

Next  year,  when  the  recommendations  of  the  councils  have  been  analyzed 
and  the  provincial  studies  of  basic  trends  have  been  completed,  an

official  development  programme  for  the  Province  and  for  each  region  can 
be  prepared. 

"It  will  not  be  easy  for  all  the  individual  municipalities  and  regions 
of  this  Province  to  share  in  future  development",  Mr*  MacNaughton  pointed 
out.  "The  very  trend  of  urbanization  suggests  challenges  to  both  those 
areas  in  which  it  will  be  concentrated  and  those  where  population  growth 
will  be  slow.  The  only  way  we  will  be  able  to  share  in  development  will 
be  through  careful  regional  planning  and  through  community  specialization. 

"The  opportunity  exists  for  all  of  us,  working  together,  to  mould  in¬ 
evitable  growth  to  the  most  economical  and  socially-benef icial  pattern. "

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT: 


The  following  are  excerpts  from  a  speech  made  by  Mr.  H.  Royl  to  the 
semi-annual  conference  of  the  Georgian  Bay  Regional  Development  Council: 

Our  society  today  is  marketing-oriented  in  all  respects.  No  product  or 
service  is  sold  effectively  and  consistently,  unless  it  is  promoted  in 
an  organized  fashion;  and  by  promoted,  I  do  not  mean  just  advertised. 

It  would  appear  that  most  communities,  both  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  feel  that  the  best  way  in  which  to  promote  area  development  is 
to  send  out  large  quantities  of  literature  to  all  of  the  industries  that 
might  be  even  remotely  interested.  This,  to  me,  is  an  almost  total  waste 
of  money,  in  that  the  majority  of  such  literature  ends  up  in  the  waste 
paper  basket.  This  is  the  shotgun,  as  opposed  to  the  rifle  approach  so 
necessary  to  any  successful  promotion. 

It  is  vital  that  anyone  with  a  product  or  a  service  to  offer,  determines 
accurately,  and  carefully,  the  markets  available,  and  the  most  effective 
means  of  reaching  those  markets. 

There  are  three  assets,  or  aspects  of  your  product  that  are  suitable  for 
merchandising: 


1. 

Your 

people 

2. 

Your 

industrial  sites 

3. 

Your 

community 

Let's  deal  first  with  people,  because  it  is  they  who  create  the  first, 
and  most  important  impression.  The  human  elements  are  the  personalities, 
prejudices,  biases,  likes  and  dislikes,  of  the  persons  involved,  and 
always  influence  decisions.  It  is  not  a  case  of  trying  to  sell  your 
community  to  a  company,  or  to  an  agency,  therefore,  but  to  the  people 
who  represent  the  company.  It  is  vital  then  that  the  first  impression 
created  on  representatives  of  a  new  company,  be  a  good  one.  The  people 
most  likely  to  create  such  an  impression  are  individuals  within  companies 
that  have  recently  moved  to  a  community.  They  have  already  gone  through 
the  experience  of  starting  a  new  operation  in  the  community,  and  it  is  to 
them  that  the  prospect  is  most  likely  to  turn  first.  It  was  the  comments 
of  executives  that  had  the  greatest  influence  on  our  decision. 

Another  group  that  should  be  merchandised  are  those  people  within  the 
community  who  possess  knowledge  related  to  the  resources,  activities, 
history,  and  outlook  of  the  community.  They  can  supply  the  detailed  in¬ 
formation  that  is  so  important  as  the  second  step  in  the  search  for  a 
location. 
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Then  there  is  that  group  of  people  who  have  been  a  part  of  the  community 
for  many,  many  years.  It  is  they  who  give  character  and  solidarity  to  the 
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municipality.  Therefore,  build  a  merchandising  programme  around  your 
people,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  executives  of  the  new  industries. 

Secondly,  you  should  have  a  complete  and  up-to-date  inventory  of  all 
available  industrial  sites.  It  must  be  recognized  that  an  industrial 
prospect  tends  to  be  blind  to  town  and  township  boundaries,  and  will 
react  negatively  if  politics,  municipal  jealousies,  disputes  and  other 
jurisdictional  matters  are  allowed  to  intrude  into  the  promotion  of  a 
possible  site.  Therefore,  in  our  opinion,  it  is  imperative  that  towns 
and  townships  take  an  integrated  and  unified  approach  in  the  promotion 
of  sites. 

If  it  is  possible  for  the  community  to  own  the  site,  it  becomes  much 
easier  to  justify  and  control  services,  and  finally  to  negotiate  on  a 
much  better  basis  with  the  prospect. 

It  is  essential  that  there  be  a  complete  library  of  information  available 
for  each  industrial  site. 

Trade  on  the  detailed  information  concerning  the  geographical,  physical, 
legal  and  servicing  characteristics  of  your  industrial  sites. 

Finally,  merchandise  your  community,  and  its  facilities. 

You  should  trade  on  the  distinctive  features  of  your  community,  the 
utilization  of  your  facilities  by  your  residents,  and  their  participation 
in  community  affairs.  In  summary  then,  it  is  my  recommendation  that  you: 

1.  Seek  out  the  needs  and  desires  of  the  industrial  prospect. 

2.  Show  how  your  comaiunity  can  satisfy  those  needs  by  promoting 
people,  site  and  community  facilities. 

3.  Promote  the  successful  experience  of  other  industries. 

4.  Promote  local  knowledge  relevant  to  the  prospect's  needs  or 
proposed  development. 

5.  Promote  a  library  of  data  covering  each  available,  or  potentially 
available  site. 

6.  Promote  the  distinctive  features  of  your  community  and  the 
activities  of  your  residents. 

7.  Remember  that  the  decision  you  want  to  hear,  will  be  made  by 
human  beings  like  yourselves.  Therefore,  tailor  your  promotion 
to  fit  these  personalities. 

8.  Follow  up  any  legitimate  inquiry.  Be  active,  not  passive.  Come 
forth  with  a  plan,  don't  just  ask,  "Is  there  anything  we  can  do 
to  help  "  Take  the  positive  approach,  saying,  "here's  an  idea, 
or  a  plan,  which  we  think  may  help." 
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PLANNING: 


In  speaking  to  the  Industrial  Development  Seminar,  October  30  and  31,  1967, 
at  the  Guild  Inn,  Mr.  Don  Taylor,  Director  of  the  Community  Planning  Branch, 
Department  of  Municipal  Affairs,  outlined  some  of  the  most  common  misuses  of 
the  Planning  Act,  as  experienced  by  the  Community  Planning  Branch.  Although 
the  Act  is  one  of  the  best  on  the  continent,  some  of  the  misuses  stem  from 
the  following: 

1.  The  use  of  zoning  and  subdivision  control  to  regulate  growth 
and  change  without  first  deciding  what  the  public  objectives 
are. 

2.  Copying  planning  programmes  of  other  municipalities  without 
appreciating  the  fact  that  each  municipality  is  different. 

3.  Failure  to  understand  regional  pressures  and  interrelationships 
among  municipalities  when  preparing  plans  for  individual  munici¬ 
palities. 

4.  Inadequate  understanding  of  the  importance  of  intensive  survey 
and  research  into  the  background,  resources  and  potentialities 
of  the  community. 

Problems  arising  from  the  use  of  the  Act  do  not  lie  with  one  agency,  but 
rather  with  the  series  of  groups  which  administer  the  act  for  their  part¬ 
icular  purposes. 


TOURISM: 


Queen's  Park.  In  an  Ottawa  speech  last  month,  Ontario  Tourism  Minister, 
James  Auld,  announced  a  far-reaching  study  designed  to  produce  a  master 
tourism  and  outdoor  recreation  plan  for  the  Province.  The  project  is 
one  aspect  of  the  overall  Ontario  Regional  Development  Programme.  The 
first  phase,  a  study  of  participation  and  demand,  has  been  approved  by 
the  Interdepartmental  Advisory  Committee  on  Regional  Development. 

The  study  will  cover  all  ten  of  Ontario's  economic  regions.  "It  will 
measure  and  analyze  the  current  and  future  demand  for  tourism  and  out¬ 
door  recreation  in  quantitative,  qualitative  and  locational  terms", 

Mr.  Auld  said. 

A  committee  under  Dr.  Peter  Klopchic,  Director  of  the  Travel  Research 
Branch,  Department  of  Tourism  and  Information,  will  spend  approximately 
18  months  determining  the  type  of  tourist  and  outdoor  recreation 
facilities  that  are  needed  to  serve  present  and  future  demands.  It  will

also  study  the  present  and  future  supply  of  resources.  Representatives 
of  several  departments  sit  on  this  committee:  Energy  and  Resources 
Management,  Highways,  Lands  and  Forests,  Municipal  Affairs,  Tourism 
and  Information,  and  Treasury  (Regional  Development  Branch). 

Mr.  Auld  said  this  effort  should  put  Ontario  years  ahead  of  any  other 
North  American  jurisdiction  "in  charting  the  future  development  of  an 
industry  which  is  now  asserting  itself  as  a  powerful  economic  force." 


NEWS  FROM  THE  REGIONS: 


EORDC  -  Eastern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

At  a  series  of  zone  meetings,  organized  by  the  Council, 
the  Equalization  of  Industrial  Opportunity  Incentive 
Plan  of  the  Ontario  Government  and  its  relationship 
to  overall  economic  planning  were  outlined  in  consider¬ 
able  detail.  Also  examined  was  the  Marketing  Plan  for 
Tourist  Promotion,  in  light  of  its  implications  for 
Eastern  Ontario.  The  meetings  were  held  in  Renfrew 
on  March  6,  in  Rockland,  March  14,  and  in  Brockville, 
March  20. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  took  place  April  10 
at  the  Chateau  Laurier  in  Ottawa.  Guest  speakers  in¬ 
cluded  Mr.  H.  I.  MacDonald,  Deputy  Provincial  Treasurer, 
Treasury  Department  (Finance  and  Economics),  and  Mr. 
William  Cranston,  Chairman,  Ontario  Economic  Council. 


LORDC  -  Lake  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

The  Seven  Holidays  Area  Promotional  Executive  (SHAPE) 
Committee  is  now  in  its  second  year  of  operation.  In 
addition  to  staffing  boat  shows  in  Columbus  and  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  and  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  the  committee  is  dis¬ 
tributing  a  special  eight-page  newspaper  called  "The 
Vacationer",  which  highlights  the  many  advantages  of 
visiting  the  Lake  Ontario  Region. 


CORDC  -  Central  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

Fifty  members  of  local  governments  in  CORDC' s  area  will 
be  organized  into  "councils",  when  they  attend  a  special 
study  session  at  the  University  of  Guelph  on  April  26  and  27.

The  purpose  of  the  session,  a  joint  enterprise  of  CORDC 
and  other  organizations,  is  to  assist  municipal  officials 
in  mastering  the  decision-making  process.  The  councils 
will  work  competitively  through  test  agendas  prepared  by 
the  University. 

Under  the  general  topic  "Decision-Making  in  Local  Govern¬ 
ment",  the  councils  will  study:  the  significance  of  choice 
in  a  democracy,  types  of  citizen  motivation,  functional 
differences  between  public  and  private  business,  adminis¬ 
trative  aspects  of  decision-making,  economic  aspects  of 
decision-making,  planning  and  decision-making,  and  safety 
factors . 


NRDC  -  Niagara  Regional  Development  Council 

Mayors  and  reeves  of  NRDC  municipalities,  in  addition  to 
the  members  of  the  Regional  Advisory  Board,  were  invited 
to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  on 
March  8.  Mr.  H. I.  MacDonald,  Deputy  Provincial  Treasurer, 
Treasury  Department  (Finance  and  Economics),  and  Dr.  R. S« 
Thoman,  Director  of  the  Regional  Development  Branch,  out¬ 
lined  progress  in  the  regional  development  programme. 

A  joint  meeting  of  Zones  2  and  3  was  held  with  the  St. 
Lawrence  Seaway  Authority  to  discuss  construction  matters 
relating  to  the  proposed  Welland  Canal  enlargement. 

May  1  and  2  are  the  dates  of  the  annual  conference,  to  be 
held  at  the  Connaught  Hotel  in  Hamilton. 

A  tentative  release  date  of  May  1  has  been  set  for  the  Lake 
Erie  Shoreline  Report  which  has  been  prepared  by  Professor 
Jackson  of  Brock  University. 


LERDC  -  Lake  Erie  Regional  Development  Council 

Captain  Joseph  Jeffery,  0. B. E. ,  Q. C. ,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  London  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Canada  and 
past-president  of  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
addressed  the  Economic  Council-Erie  Region  Board  of 
Directors  at  their  February  meeting.  In  his  speech 
entitled  "Interest  of  the  Private  Sector  in  Regional 
Economic  Development",  Captain  Jeffery  said  "I  feel 
that  it  is  a  vital  necessity  to  have  a  strong  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  private  sector  of  the  economy  at  meetings

He  recommended  that  the  Council's  Board  of  Directors  con¬ 
sider  the  inclusion  of  highly-qualified  private  citizens 
on  the  Private  Sector  Committee,  as  a  successful  regional 
development  programme  will  depend  on  the  co-operation  and 
co-ordination  of  business  and  government  at  all  levels. 

In  addition,  Capt.  Jeffery  outlined  a  number  of  factors 
relating  to  the  high  cost  of  housing. 

A  speech  prepared  by  the  Hon.  Charles  S.  MacNaughton  for 
delivery  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Economic  Council  -

On  March  8,  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  Charles  MacNaughton,  spoke 
to  more  than  100  delegates  attending  a  one-day  conference  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Midwestern  Ontario  Development  Council.  The  del¬ 
egates  were  representatives  of  municipal  councils,  conservation 
authorities,  farm  organizations,  tourist  councils  and  chambers 
of  commerce  in  Huron  County. 

The  meeting,  a  pilot  project  instituted  by  the  Midwestern  Ontario 
Regional  Development  Council,  was  held  to  determine  the  type  of 
voice  that  communities  would  like  on  the  MODA  Council,  and  to 
give  local  councils,  businessmen  and  others  interested  in  Huron 
County's  progress,  an  opportunity  to  express  their  views  as  to 
the  county's  future.  There  was  also  the  hope  that  individuals 
would  accept  a  certain  amount  of  responsibility  toward  such 
development. 


GBRDC  -  Georgian  Bay  Regional  Development  Council 

The  semi-annual  meeting  held  in  Midland  on  January  31  was  the 
largest  and  most  successful  of  its  kind,  with  over  155  delegates 
in  attendance.  The  session  was  chaired  by  Mr.  Willard  Kinzie, 
Vice-President  of  the  GBRDC,  who  opened  the  meeting  with  a 
candid  condensation  of  the  annual  report. 

In  speaking  to  the  delegates,  Professor  Norman  Pearson,  Chairman 
of  the  Centre  for  Resources  Development  at  the  University  of 
Guelph,  stressed  that  universities  should  be  concerned  with 
research  and  not  with  consulting  work.'  He  stated  that  "research 
is  the  key  to  regional  development  programming."

Another  speaker  was  Mr.  Homer  S.  Marion,  Technical  Consultant 
of  the  Ontario  Development  Corporation.  In  his  speech  entitled 
"Equalization  of  Industrial  Opportunity",  Mr.  Marion  emphasized 
the  importance  of  a  designated  status.  To  obtain  such,  a  centre 
is  required  to  make  out  a  Trade  and  Industry  data  sheet  which 
itemizes  information  such  as  labour  availability,  zoning 
ordinances,  and  land  and  services  available  to  industry.  In 
addition  Mr.  Marion  compared  the  per  capita  gross  provincial 
product  of  $3,350  to  the  Canadian  figure  of  $2,900  and  the 
American,  $3,750. 

Climaxing  the  session  was  the  election  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  twelve  men  from  the  four  zones  comprising  GBRDC. 


NEORDC  -Northeastern  Ontario  Regional  Development  Council 

Three  well-attended  industrial  development  seminars  were  held 
recently  in  Chapleau,  Timmins  and  North  Bay  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Council  and  the  Area  Development  Agency.  Speakers  from 
the  Regional  Development  Branch,  the  Trade  and  Industry  Branch 
and  A.D.A.  highlighted  the  sessions. 

At  a  recent  Zone  5  meeting  in  New  Liskeard,  Mrs.  R.  Blauer  of 
the  Department  of  Economics,  Brock  University,  gave  a  present¬ 
ation  on  the  Smith  Report  and  Regional  Government.  Zone 
members  have  decided  that  the  Temiskaming  District  Survey 
should  be  updated  as  it  has  proven  to  be  a  valuable  research 
tool. 

During  the  Directors’  meeting  on  February  17,  in  Kirkland 
Lake,  a  presentation  was  made  to  Mr.  Gunnar  Kallunki,  upon 
his  departure  from  the  Council.  In  response,  Mr.  Kallunki 
indicated  a  continuing  interest  in  NEORDC. 

Mr.  Austin  Hunt  is  currently  working  on  a  part-time  basis 
for  the  Council  in  the  Districts  of  Algoma  and  Manitoulin. 

On  February  21,  representatives  of  the  Indian  community 
attended  for  the  first  time,  a  Zone  2  meeting  which  was  held 
in  Mindemoya. 

The  Marine  and  Harbours  Committee  is  to  spear-head  joint 
action  by  the  Council,  ARDA  and  the  Public  Works  Department 
regarding  marina  development  along  the  North  Shore  and  on 
Manitoulin  Island. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  NEORDC  congratulates  three 
of  its  Directors,  Messrs.  Shoup,  Del  Villano  and  Hunt,  who 
were  recipients  of  the  Centennial  Medal.
